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THE FAKUMI 
RAILWAY. 


Iy the week that has elapsed 
sinee we touched upon the subject 
of the Japanese refusal to allow the 
construction of the Hsinmintun— 
Fakumen railway the issue has 
heen somewhat more clearly defined 
by the publication of an official 
Japanese statement und by the 
“confirmation” of Sir Edward 
Grey's message to the Japanese 
Government. The Tokio authori- 
ties repudiate the charge that their 
attitude on this question has any 
connexion with the policy of the 
open door in Manchuria and base 
their protest against the line on the 
conviction that its competition will 
be injurious to the South Mancha 
rian Railway, It was to the pos- 
sibility of such competition that the 
Clause in the Minutes exchanged 
at the time of the ratification of 
the 1905 Treaty between China 
and Japan (or when the Supple- 
mentary Agreement signed) 
had reference ; and accordingly the 
Japanese Government “ intends to 
hold China to her solemn under- 
taking.” The statement attributed 
to the British Foreign Secretary 
that “he recognizes the validity 
of the Japanese contention regard- 
ing the Fakumen Railway ” means 
nothing more than that the 
suppressed clause in the Min- 
utes referred to must be re- 
garded—whether China was con- 
scious at the time of this fact or 
not—as haying all the force of an 
actual treaty. Sir Edward Grey 
would certainly not presume un- 
solicited to give an opinion on the 
precise application of the wording | 
of the clause to the proposal to | 
extend the Imperial Railways of 
North China to Fakumen. The 
clause cited as the basis of Japan’s 
contention reads :—‘ The Govern- | 
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said railway, any line in the 
neighbourhood of and _ parallel 
to that railway, — or 





branch line which might be detri- 
mental to the interests of the South 
Manchurian Railway.” A telegram 
from Peking in our issue of Thu 
day stated that the whole matter in 
dispute was to be referred to Peking, 
where it would be discussed between 
the Waiwupu and the Japanese 
Minister ; and when these negotia- 
tions are opened towards the middle 
of March the sole question to be 
decided will be whether the pro- 
posed line is likely to be “ detri- 
mental to the interests” of the 
South Manchurian Railway. 

The Chinese case has been set 
forth from time to time in the 
Press and may be here briefly 
recapitulated. It is held that the 
proposed line cannot he regarded as 
a competitor with the South Man- 
churian Railway, because its nearest 
point to that railway, at Fakumen 
itself, is thirty-five miles distant. 
Between the latter railway and the 
proposed line runs the Liao River, 
alarge stream forming a natural 
trafic Loundary between the two 
systems, and the present trade 
from Fakumen, a town of about 
40,000 inhabitants in a populons 
and well-cultivated country, goes to 
Hsinmintun and not to the South 














Manchurian Railway. The pro- 
posed line, indeed, _“ faces,” 
towards Chihli and Mongolia 


rather than eastwards towards the 
main railway of Manchuria, and 
will form the basis of the future 
development of the eastern portion 
of the great northern territory, At 
present that region is without an 
outlet, but means of communication 
alone are wanting to foster trade 
of considerable potentialities. The 
Japanese theory of competition, it 
is admitted, might possibly apply 
to the completed railway between 
Hsinmintun and Tsitsihar, in so far 
as it might deflect traffic that now 
finds its way from the Imperial 
Railways of North China to Harbin 
via Mukden, But before that line 


is built the time will have arrived 
or be approaching when Japan has 
to restore the South Manchurian 
Railway to China. According to 
the Agreement of December 22, 
1905 the Railway is to sold to 
China on the expiry of fifteon years 
from the date on which the trans- 
formation of the line is completed. 
Until then even the completed Tsi- 
tsibar line would only affect to a 
minor degree the revenue derived by 
the Japanese from the small section 
of the Manchurian Railway be- 
tween Mukden and Kwangchengtze. 

The effect of the Japanese re- 
-fusal to allow the Hsinmintun- 
Fakumen line to be built would not 
only be to retard the development 
of & definite region, but also to im- 
pose grave disabilities on China as 
a whole and on foreign interests in 
this Empire. Apart from the 
direct partipication of a British 
syndicate in the proposed railway, 
yy be pointed out that British 
capital is sunk in the Imperial 
Northern Railways, of which the 
Hsinmintun-Fakumen line is a 
normal extension, Whatever may 
have been in the minds of the 
Japanese representatives at the 
Treaty negotiations, it can hardly 
be supposed that China willingly 
became a party to an embargo 
upon all future expansion in 
Manchuria and Eastern Mongolia. 
A railway between the Lixo 
River and the Sonth Manchurian 
Railway might well be regarded as 
a serious rival to the latter; but the 
J rotest against the Fakumen exten- 
sion recalls the objection of the 
Russian Government to the same 
scheme in 1899, based not on 
economic reasons, but frankly on 
political grounds. The Peking 
authorities, however, can con- 
tend that a break is supposed 
to have been made with the 
pre-war régime, and that the whole 
attitude of foreign Powers has 
changed since the time when Great 
British undertook to abstain from 
railway enterprise in the Russian 
sphere in return for similar recogni- 
tion of her special position in

A FATAL EXPLOSION. 

A magisterial inquiry into the cireum- 
stances surrounding a explosion on 
board the steamer Nerite was concluded 
at Hongkong on Saturday last, The 
evidence showed that two Chinese were 
killed by the explosion. 

Mr. F. Browne, Government Analyst, 
stated that he made an inspection of 
the scene of the explosion. He found 
there was a paint locker on the ‘tween 
decks, six feet below the hatchway. 
Witness thonght the explosion was 
probably brought about by Lo Ti, one 

















of the deceased. ‘There was much in- 
flammable matter in the room—about 
thirty open tins of paints. Having 
accidentally started the fire Lo Ti 
probably harried to get ont and over- 
turned something. The heavy inflamm- 
able gases in the room would roll out of 
the room and fall into the hold, and 
when they becaine mixed with the air 
‘an explosion would follow. 

The Court—You think this paint 
locker is in a dangerous position ?—A 
paint locker should be shut off from all 
other rooms. Then if a fire occurs 
it does not affect any place. 

The jury found that the two men 
had died from asphyxia caused by an 
explosion, the result of « fire in the 
paint root. 


ADVENTURE ON A SAMPAN-

BUDGET. 

February 24. 
Tue policy inaugurated with this 
issue of publishing the Municipal 
Estimates for the current year as a 
special edition of “The Municipal 
Gazette” will be generally ap- 
preciated by the community at 
large, which is rapidly developing 
quite a healthy appetite for in- 

formation upon its public affai 
With the introductory remarks 
made by the outgoing Council the 
Estimates as presented are, up- 
doubtedly, complete enough for the 
ordinary reader ; but we would 
recommend for convenience of re- 
ference that in future an additional 
column should give the figures of 
the previous year. From the 
Budget before us it will be noted 
that the ordinary revenue is estimat- 
ed at Tis. 2,439,920, an increase 
of Tis. 476,615 over the correspond- 
ing figure for 1907, while ordinary 
expenditure at Tls. 2,041,869 shows 
a similar increase over last year, 
the progressive figures for 1904, 
1905, 1906 and 1907 being Tis. 
1,179,500, Tis. 1,349,200, Tis. 
1,514,000 and’ Tis. 1,544,285 re- 
spectively. ‘The total indebtedness 
of the Settlement for 1908 amounts 
to the large sum of Ts. 2,870,000 
(approximately), and it will, there- 
fore, evoke no surprise that - the 
Council has found itself obliged to 
increase taxation. Two measures 
for raising the necessary revenue are 
recommended, (practically the only 
methods available under existing 
regulations) to increase the taxa- 
tion on land from five-tenths of 
one per cent to six-tenths of one 
per cent and to collect the General 
Manicipal Rate at 12 per cent 
instead of at 10 per cent, while 
to cover the extraordinary ex- 
penditure, which includes a deficit 
of Tis. 201,513 upon the working 
of the past year, it is proposed to 
raise Tis. 400,000 by debentures. 
In this connexion it is impossible 
to refrain from commenting upon 
the anomalous rebate (this year 20 
instead of 25 per cent) allowed 
‘on the value of land, and it may 
well be questioned whether this 
sacrifice of Tls. 170,880 is politic. 
In explanation of the general posi- 
tion the Council remarks :—“ The 
primal causes of this measure (addi- 
tional taxation) are the public 
demand for an increased Police 
Force and the limitations of the 
local money market. For although 
the revenue of the Settlement upon 
the lower basis would show just a 
surplus over what is termed 
Ordinary Expenditure, the Council 
is of opinion that a proposal to pay’ 
for new buildings and new roads 




















wholly out of borrowed m 
not one which would commend 
itsel€ to public approval, even 
were local loan for the amount 
which would be required within the 
field of possibility.” 

While we should be the first to 
regret a deliberate lapse into extra~ 
vagance in manicipal affairs, we 
are unable to find that the contem- 
plated sum total of expenditure and 
with it the burden of taxation are 
commensurate with the require- 
ments and obligations of this com- 
munity. Compared with the figures 
of a few years ago, the Budget may. 
well give occasion to pause to those 
who with minds more or less wrapt 
up in the past are loth to admit 
that local circumstances have 
changed to an extent which leaves 
them almost out of touch with the 
new order. ur attitude, however, 
would not preclude the closest serut- 
iny of each individual item, for it 
is often in the maltitude of small 
economies that a satisfactory 
re-adjustment of a Budget is pos-' 
sible. For this reason the inclusion 
of last year’s figures in the financial 
statement provides not only useful 
reference, but also a salutary check 
‘on expenditure for the whole com- 
munity. The adequate study of 
the Estimates would be assisted by 
the simultaneous publication of the 
actual revenue and expenditure for 
the past year, which in the present 
instange would explain the deficit 
of Tis. 201,513, an increase of 
‘Tis. 184,000 over the estimated 
deficit. In the absence of the 
necessary information we may con- 
clude that the additional expendi- 
tare is due to extraordinary outlays, 
inasmuch as the strengthening of the 
Police Force, which is responsible 
for nearly half the increase in this 
year’s expenditure over that of the 
estimates of 1907, had been 
duly provided for. The communi- 
ty, has decided — unequivocally 
upon the necessity of this streng- 
thening of the Force, and the 
results already achieved under the 
new régime testify we are 
now embarked on a satisfactory 
organization of our “first line of 
defence.” Much still remains to 
be done, and it is well that it 
should be known thus early that in 
1909 the Police estimates which 
have risen from Tls. 352,403 in 
1905, Tis. 507,570 in 1907 to 
Tis. 713,893 this year are expected 
to amount in 1909 to no less than 
Tis. 900,000. Naturally with the 
growth of the Settlement the cost 
of its upkeep tends to increase in 
other directions as well, and in 
sympathy ‘with the Police other 
Departments claim this year 
an increased vote. The Health 
Department asks for Tis. 47,000 
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more (or Tis. 31,000 sccording 
to the Council’s estimate, which 
takes the rearrangement of this 
vote into consideration); the Public 
Works Department for an ad- 
ditional -Tis. 94,000, of which 
General Expenses account for Tis, 
14,000, Bundings Tis. 6,000, 
Drainage Tis, 26,000 and Roads 
Tis. 30,000 ; The Secretariat for 
Tis. 36,000, Volunteers for Tis. 
16,000, Public Band for Tls.6,000, 
Fire Brigade for Tls.5,500, General 
Charges for Tls. 25,000, while 
Education alone is satisfied with a 
vote smaller by Tis. 3,000 than the 
amount it claimed last year. 
That the Council is i 
see thorough cri 
details of its Budget is exemplified 
by the fact that it has included 
under the heading of estimated 
revenue the amount of Tis. 58,000 
for Opium House licences. It is 
clear that this item cannot hope to 
pass unchallenged, and we mast 
conclude that its insertion is due to 
a desire on the part of the Council 
to indicate not only the gradual 
diminution of the opium revenne 
but the actual sum to be made 
good by other means, Nevertheless. 
we regard the item as a tactical 
mistake, as it exposes Councillors 
to misunderstanding, while it opens 
the door to # donble discus- 
sion on a knotty point, which 
could otherwise have been confined 
to the one resolution that must 
be brought forward on the subject. 
Again, to those who are inclined to 
think that the Municipal Budget is 
outgrowing the capacities of the 
Settlement it will come as an un- 
pleasant surprise to find that out 
of an expenditare approaching Tis. 
3,000,000 the community contri- 
butes less than Tis. 35,000 to its 
hospitals. If for this sum, which 
it may be remarked in passing is 
not five-sixths of the amount 
spent—and well spent—on ° the 
Town Band, we could con- 
gratulate ourselves on  possess- 
ing satisfactory Hospital provision, 
there would be no need for com- 
ment; but when the complete 
inadequacy of present arrangements 
is borne in mind, this parsimonious 
contribution becomes a serious re~ 
flexion upon the Settlement. 
The subject has often been 
mooted in these columns, and 
we would fain see some of 
the energy expended on such 
questions as open Council meetings, 
absentee voting and the like devoted 
to consideration of saving the 
lives or curing the illnesses of our 
fellow-residents.

ARMADA. 
February 25. 


In an article which appeared 
recently in our columns on Bri 
tain’s Sea-Power” we expressed 
the opinion that a noteworthy in- 
crease in the naval expenditure and 
armaments of the United States 
will follow the cruise of the Pacific 
Fleet. This assertion was not in- 
tended, however, to imply that 
little worthy of mention had been 
done in recent years materially to 
augment the strength of the 
American Navy. The thought 
suggested is that the present im- 
posing display of naval power will 
inevitably tend to cause the work 
of naval expansion to go forward 
with ever increasing celerity. Dur- 
ing the ten years that bare elapsed 
since the 
conviction of the truth of the 
doctrine that “the first line of 
defence for a country with a coast 
line to protect is a strong navy” 
has been broght home more and 
more to the American péople. 

e protracted Civil War found 
the nation at its conclusion in an 
exhausted condition. The enormous 
cost of that gigantic struggle left 
the country in an impoverished 
state ; and the imperative necessity 
that undivided attention should be 

riven to the restoration of her 
lisorganized commercial and in- 
dustrial enterprises, together with 
the speedy development of her vast 
natural resources, was generally 
<Feoognized. The result of this 
‘view was that very little attention 
was directed to naval and military 
matters, and for many years pre- 
ceding ‘the Spanish-American war 
the Siiher of ships added to the 
navy was exceedingly few—in 
effect a negligible quantity com- 
pared with the additions to the 
navies of the principal countries of 
Europe. For over thirty years 
the work of restoration went 
on so slowly that in 1895, 
when the United States were 
called uy to encounter a 
European adversary, their Navy 
occupied but the ninth place in the 
navies of the world, being inferior, 
in many respects, to that of their 
‘opponent. 
¢ acquisition of the Philippine 
Islands had the natural result of 
awakening the people to a realiza. 
tion of the urgent necessity that 
devolved upon them of taking ad- 
equate and prompt measures to 
increase the size of the Navy, in 
order that it might be capable of 
falfilling any conditions which 
colonial expansion might render 
necessary. In any circumstances, 
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it could hardly be supposed that, 
taking into consideration the trend 
of events daring recent years, the 
multiplied activities observable in 
European dockyards, and especially’ 
the determination of Germany to 
increase so rapidly and to such 
a formidable degree the proportions 
of her navy, America would be con- 
tent to lag behind in the straggle 
for supremacy at sea. The result! 
of the efforts which she has put 
forth is seen in the fact that her 
navy, which, as already stated, 
a generation or more ago only 
occupied the ninth place among the 
navies of the world, is now entitled 
to the second place, being inferior’ 
only to the British navy. The 
extraording activity of Germany, 
however, as displayed in her naval 
programme for the next few 
years will, unless correspondingly 
energetic efforts are pat forth 
e United States, have the 
effect of relegating the latter's 
navy to the third place. Of 
such efforts some indication has: 
already been given in the new 
programme, and in spite of the 
present controversy between rival 
schools of construction, we may 
infer that the country is definitely 
committed to naval expansion. The 
Atlantic Fleet now on its cruise of 
‘some 13,000 miles or more, affords 
‘a striking illustration of what has 
been accomplished in the way of 
ship-building in the United States 

Already 
g sixteen first-class bat 
ips and numerous destroyers, 
together with a small fleet of 
auxiliaries, supply ships and col- 
liers, not to mention other vessels 
which are being added, it will be 
rendered still more formidable 
when it is joined by the two battle- 
ships and eleven armoured craisers 
of the Pacific Fleet. 

It was inevitable that the 
raison d’étre for the cruise of this 
modern Armada should be keenly 
discussed and animadverted upon 
in all parts of the world. Nor 
need we feel any surprise that 
explanations have been forthcomi 
remarkable for their singularity, if 
for no other reason. The reliance 
which China is alleged to be 
placing in the cruise to lend her 
help against Japan may be quoted 
in this connexion. It hardly need- 
ed the assurance from Washington 
that the movements of the Fleet 
quite unconnected with the 
uation on the Asiatic continent, 
which America will not touch 
unless the permanence of the open 
door policy is threatened. The fact 
that the Japanese in California 
are making @ contribution to the 
fund for a welcome to Admiral 
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dicates that there are ut least some 
among them who do not accept the 
widely prevalent notion that the 
sailing of the Fleet is to be regard- 
ed in the light of an unfriendly act 
towards Japan. It is satisfactory 
in this connexion to observe the 
sensible way, generally speaking, 
in which the situation is viewed by 
the Japanese Government. The 
real objects of the craise, for they 
are manifold, are to try the ships 
by continuous hard cruising ; to 
train the personnel, which of late 
has been rapidly increased by new 
enlistments ; to draw attention to 
the necessity that the navy should 
a namber of colliers suffi- 
ciently speedy to keep pace 
with the battleships; to show 
the urgent military necessity of 
rapidly completing the Panama 
Canal ; to impress upon the people 
of the United States the necessity 
for twice as many battleships as the 
country now has—enough, in fact 
for a fleet in the Atlantic and another 
in the Pacific ; and, lastly, to show 
to the world that the United States 
considers her interests in the Pacific 
as great as those of any other nation 
and is determined to take adequate 
measures to protect them. Other 
considerations may have been in 
the minds of those who are respon- 
sible for the movements of the 
Fleet. But at least there will be 
no necessity, if those we have 
mentioned be accepted, to seek 
to connect the craise with any 
alterior or sinister design against 
Japan.or any other country.

According to Prince Vasilchikoff’s 
report clear that not only is 


there an increasing tendency among 
Rassian peasants to regard Siberia 
as a land of promise and refuge 
from the hardships of life in 
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in Europe, which 

too small for _ its 
rapidly increasin walation, but 
that the Rassian Government 
is exerting itself in all seriousness! 
to cope with the flood of emigration 
and to ensure a satisfactory settle- 
ment of those who have left their 
Enropean homes. Down to the 
year 1906 the funds allotted for 
this purpose amounted to no more 
than £260,000 annually ; for the 
present year the emigration esti- 
mates -have risen to £1,900,000. 
Within the same period the num- 
ber of settlers transferred across 
the border has swollen from an 
annual average of 66,000 persons 
to more than eight times that total, 
and the pressure continues to grow. 
Unfortunately it is not possible 
for the Government at the present’ 
time to exceed the sums actually 
devoted to Siberian colonization; and 
further complications are caused 
by the antagonistic tendencies of 
native Siberians and old settlers) 
who demand that all outstanding 
land questions shall be settled for 
themselves before allotment is 
made to new arrivals, Against 
this we read that modern emigrants 
display, on their own account, a 
determination and faculty for 
system hitherto unknown, sending 
delogates before. them to prospect, 
and obtaining all possible informa- 
tion before leaving European Russia, 
For the time being, therefore, the 
Government's policy is to keep 
peace between old and new settlers 
by preventing any alienation of 
land already occupied ; but in no 
circumstances to discourage the 
migratory movement which, in 
general, it cannot but regard with 
approval. 

Tt is an unbappy coincidence 
that almost concurrently with the 
appearance of Prince Vasilchikoff’s 
report, “The Times” should have 
publisheda long letter, signed by “An 
Escay Exile” and guaranteed 
by Prince Kro i 
sad desiptot ot the life of pol 
cal exiles in Olekminsk, a small 
town of the province of Yakutsk. 
In its general details the letter 
does not differ greatly from others 
which have already made the 
outside world but too familiar 
with this darker side of Si- 
berian history. Here again we 
read, in such terms as deny us the 
possibility of doubting their ac- 
curacy, of “the victim of a 
mysterious agency” seized, im- 
prisoned and hurried off to Siberia 
“without warning, explanation or 
chance of defence.” If he has 
been arrested in summer he may 
have to leave in winter ; but no 
extra garments are served ont to 
him; and his only hope lies in the 
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Society for Rendering Assistance 
to Russia Exiles, whose mean’ are 
so far from adequate that the exiles 
are obliged to draw lots for the avail- 
able clothing. In the penal settle- 
ment it is difficult even to obtain 
the barest necessities of existence. 
The Government allowance for each 
political exile in Olekminsk is 
fifteen roubles monthly : the least 
sum for which board and lodging 
are to be obtained is eighteen ; and 
“such hopes as were entertained of 
earning money were speedily dis- 
sipated. There was no opening for 
rtisans and still less for profes- 
sional men.” In the weary lack of 
occupation for mind or hody, ill- 
fed, under-clad, and “hemmed 
around by an almost impassable 
barrier of densely-wooded moun- 
tains,” it is not surprising to read 
that the exiles become sunk in 
moral and physical degeneracy, 
the mind frozen, the brute 
predominating. I€ this is only a 
twice-told tale, it acquires fresh 
weight from the fact that two years 
agothere was a distinct cessation 








in the evils of punishment for 
political transgression, consequent 
upon the Imperial Manifesto of 
October 1905, with its amnesty to 
a number of offenders. There was, 
indeed, a general understanding that 
“a final blow had been struck at the 
old system of administrative exile.” 
Directly following upon the riani- 
festo, we read, a steady stream of 
repatriated exiles began to flow 
into Russia, “ Within a year, 
however, the tide had turned. The 
brief interval of freedom was 
succeeded by a renewal of the reign 
of terror.” 

So far as the exploitation of 
Siberia is concerned it may be 
thought that between voluntary 
colonists and political gxiles there 
is as little connexion as between 
Devonshire farmers and the convicts 
of Dartmoor. Such a criticism 
might hold good if the state of 
affairs which we have briefly des- 
cribed were confined to one district, 
and that one in a region which few 
colonists would fix upon for their 
abode. Indeed the majority of im- 
migrants direct their steps towards 
the Altai region in South-western 
Siberia and the Maritime Pro- 
vince and Amur, where the Sungari 
plain, in particular, offers undoubt- 
ed scope for agricultural enterprise. 
Against this, Prince Kropotkin, 
whose word may be trusted on the 
ground of his personal acquaintance 
with, and study of the condition of 
Siberia, affirms that what is true 
of Olekminsk applies, in fact, to 











Siberia and North Russia altogether; 
while the incidents of the late 





no means scarce in the Eastern 
provinces. The unwelcome task 
of setting Russia’s house in order 
for her has been too often and 
too lightly undertaken by foreign 
critics for us to have any desire to 
repeat the experiment now ; but it 
is impossible to read the letter of 
“ An Escaped Exile” side by side 
with the statement of Prince 
Vasilchikoff without feeling that 
the emigration’ movement, which 


the Russian Government is 
undoubtedly anxious to foster 
within the bounds of its 
resources, is not likely to be 





improved in general conditions of 
tranquillity and sweet reasonable 
ness while political agitators are 
able to point to such plague spots 
as Olekminsk and similar penal 
settlements. It is, perhaps, per- 
missible to hope that the lightness 
of the sentences passed on the 
adherents to the Viborg manifesto 
is indicative of wiser, because 
more moderate, practice in dealing 
with political’ suspects. At the 
present time at least it is 
clear that Russia has set her hand 
to 2 scheme of internal develop- 
ment with which it must be many 
years before any external Power 
can have cause to associate a deeper 
motive than the ostensible one of 
wishing to make the utmost of her 
possessions. Hitherto those pos- 
sessions which, in the case of Siberia, 
include gold, silver, lead, copper 
and valuable marbles have either 
been neglected or but inadequately 
worked ; and while the eagerness 
of the peasant population to emi- 
grate.into Siberia is directed main- 
ly towards agricultural pursuits, 
the spread of population cannot 
to act as a stimulus on other 
kinds of enterprise. But for the 
fall realization of such possibilities 
Russia has no less need of peace 
within her borders than without. 











THE 
NAVY ESTIMATES. 
Febuary 27. 

Tar Budget for 1908-9 has been 
presented to the House of Com- 
mons, and it is safe to suppose that 
no item will be subjected to closer 
or more universal scrutiny than the 
Navy Estimates. Owing to tele- 
graphic exigencies only a brief 
summary of these reaches us as 
yet, and in the absence of the full 
Memorandum setting forth the 
views of the Government and the 
Admiralty in arriving at- their 
decisions, it is difficalt to appreciate 
the whole position. Our telegrams, 
however, provide sufficient informa- 
tion to enable the main lines of the 





mutiny in Vladivostok go to show 
that political agitation is also by 
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and no subject calls for more 
deliberate consideration on the part 
of Britons wherever they may 
happen to be domiciled. The total 
amount to be spent on the Navy is 
estimated at £32,300,000, an in- 
crease of £900,000 over the figures 
for last year; but new construction 
accounts for only £7,500,000 com- 
pared with £8,100,000 asked for 
in 1907. In the shipbuilding 
programme we Tnd enumerated 
one improved Dreadnought, one 
large armoured craiser, six fast 
protected "cruisers, sixteen des- 
troyers and as many submarines 
(of which we possess already 
sixty) as can be built for 
£500,000. Provision is also made 
at last for a naval dockyard in the 
North Sea at Rosyth, but the total 
cost, amounting to £3,250,000, 
will be spread over ten years. 
‘This programme, the Memoran- 
dum accompanying the Estimates 
declares, will be sufficient for 
the current year; but subsequent 
enlargements) may be made, 
if additions to foreign na’ 
render them necessary. Finally 
with the assurance that it has every 
intention to maintain the Navy at 
* the standard that has hitherto been 
deemed requisite for the safeguard- 
ing of national and imperial in- 
terests—-the two-Power standard 





absence of more definite knowledge 
it is difficult to believe that the 
asseverations of the Government and 
the Admiralty are mere parliamen- 
tary claptrap designed to mask the 
exigencies of party politics. It is 
still held that the rate of our 
own naval construction is consider- 
ably in excess of that of any other 
Power. The laying down of the 
Dreadnought caused a temporary 
lull in foreign shipbuilding, while 
the merits of the new design wore 
being gauged, with the result that 
for the moment we are placed in as 
favourable a position as pradence 
could demand. At the end of 
1910, when Germany will have 
built the ships laid down in 1907, 
while those provided for in this 
year’s programme will be still 
unfinished, our relative positions in 
the latest class of vessels will be: 
Germany, four Dreadnoughts ind 
one Invincible, Great Britain, eight 
Dreadnoughts und four Invincibles, 
if the battleship and armoured 
cruiser included in the current 
estimates are laid down at” once. 
Until next year, therefore, it is 
possible for the Government to 
feel convinced in all sincerity that 
Great Britain’s position at sea is 
absolutely secure. In such cir 
cumstances it may even be able to 
advance a cl for no little wis- 











—the Government gives its under- 
taking to the country that complete 
efficiency has been attained and 
that for the time being no cayse 
for anxiety in the naval outlook 
exists, 

To what extent this assurance 
will be implicitly accepted*by the 
nation at large will be demonstrated 
the course of the debates on the 
Estimates. It would be idle to 
disguise the fact that a large section 
would have favoured a budget of a 
very different nature. While it is 
true that the policy of steady reduc- 
tion in the total estimates has been 
momentarily checked, the increaso 
over last year’s figures, less than 
£1,000,000, compares ill with the 
formidable strides now being made 
in rival navies. Ten years ago 
Germany spent £6,300,000 upon 
her navy; in 1904 the expenditure 
had risen to over £10,000,000 ; 
in 1907 to nearly £14.000,000, 
while the estimates for next year 
are £20,300,000 and for 1911 
£23,100,000. Our own esti- 
mates for the first three 
years named were £24,000,000, 
£37,500,000 and £32,000,000 ; 
but in the face of the marked 
increase in the German naval 
budget under the new programme, 
it would seem as if we were content 
to keep our own expenditure 
stationary. We use the word 
“seem ” advisedly, because in the 





dom in deciding to husband its 
resources, when naval construction 
is admittedly, us always, in a 
transition stage. Not even the 
Dreadnoughts and the Invincibles 
represent the last word on this 
subject ; and it may be possible to 
improve upon them still further, 
before a really heavy shipbuilding 
programme is innugerated. Many 
critics were inclined to find fault 
with the policy of laying down so 
many Dfeadnoughts before the 
new type had been adequately 
tested. In its new cruiser type the 
Admiralty would appear to have 
acted upon the principle thus in- 
dicated. The need of a parent ship 
for destroyers had made_ itself 
felt ;- the Scout class, which had 
been intended for the purpose 
had proved deficient in coal en- 
durance, armament and speed. 
Last year, accordingly, a new type 
represented by the Boadicea, now 
building at Pembroke, was intro- 
duced, and it is to be inferred that 
it has been held to justify the lay- 


ing down of similar vessels this 


year. ‘ 

The public attitude towards the 
Navy Estimates will depend in the 
main, unless we are much mistaken, 
on the manner in which they are 
presented by the Parliamentary 
Secretary or other Government 
spokesmen. In the face of the 
formidable impetus suddenly given 
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to naval construction in Germany 
over and above the steady expan- 
sion of the last few years the 
nation has every reason to be care- 
ful of its position at sea, At first 
sight, therefore, a programme that 
provides for the expenditure of only 
an additional £1,000,000 in reply 
to the £4,000,000 or more to be 
spent across the North Sea, while 
actually reducing the outlay on con- 
struction, might well be construed 
as a bitter betrayal of the national 
confidence ; the more so as the 
conviction is gradually gaining 
ground that, if Germany persists in 
her admitted attempt—a perfectly 
natural and legitimate attempt, be 
|it said—to wrest the supremacy of 
the sea from us, our only 
answer can be to lay down two 
keels for each one she lays down, 
to spend £2 for every 20 mark 
she spends. On the other hand, as 
we have pointed out, there is some- 
thing to be said for a moderate and 
well-conceived programme _ this 
year, provided it can be shown 
unmistakably to have been framed 
to serve as a is for future ex- 
pansion, admitting, if necessary, 
of a supplementary programme 
this year. What the country 
has every right to fear from the 
present (‘abinet is that the extre- 
mists among its own followers may 
force it into a compromise between 
national and party interests. As 
has been recently indicated in these 
columns, owing to Germany's 
action we may find ourselves even- 
tually confronted with a naval ex- 
penditure of from £40,000,000 to 
£50,000,000 annually. | We would 
fain escape such a burden ; but the 
only chance of being able to do so 
lies in our showing that we have 
no intention of shrinking from it. 
Hesitation on the part of the 
Government to face increased naval 
expenditure encourages our rivals 
in their attitude and prolongs the 
financial duel.

1 fact, however, which easily “ exp! 
itself," when we remember the thrifty 
habits of the French and that each 
letter costa 15 centimes in postage. 
Yet in England the general com-

That 
idea suggests the real explanation of 
our impatience for letters. We are 
becoming too mechanical. In the old 
days a man in London had som 
proposal to set before a man in 
Manchester. He sat down and wrote 
him a long and careful letter ; to 
mhich he received another equally long 
and probably more careful thi 
Londoner was wanting to sell anything) 
in return. Nowadays if the matter 
cannot be settled by telephone, the 
man in London takes the next train 
northwards, on the principle that more 
can be settled in two minutes of con- 































respondence. Having thus begun to 
reduce our letters in business we find 
that the contagion on private life follows 

itably ; and beginning with disincli- 
nation to ‘say anything on paper me 
toon find that we have nothing 
to say. Out of this unwillingness to

THE MORAL OF MUSEUMS. 
Some agitation is being made in 
Paris over the condition of the Louvre 
which, in spite of the fact that it almost 
sets «fashion for the museams of the 
world, “is said to suffer from a variety 
of abuses, which must be removed if 
the Louvre is to maintain its pre- 
eminence. Experts have decided for 
example that it is too big, # conclusic 
|, with all deference totheexpert 
the plain man in the street came many 
years ago. Unfortunately this defect ix 
not to be overcome except by whole 
sale, rebuilding, for which the nation ix 

hardly prepared. Other experts, ho 
ever, do not think that the Louvre is 
big enough : there is no proper repre- 
sentation of architecture, they say, and 
althongh the cellars are fall of portfolios 
of marvellous designs they are never 
opened nor exhibited. Other experts 
jemand a wholesale reorganiza- 
weeding out. Much, they say, 
is lost to view amid more 
that is mediocre ; and in the department 
of Greek sculpture in particular, the 
museum which boasts jion of the 
Wingless Victory of Samothrace and 
the Venus de Milo is encumbered with 
‘mass of marbles that are second 
class and in some cases, it is whisper- 
ed, forgeries. Yet more experts 
suggest that the different forms of art 
are too much kept in watertight com- 
partments. Pictures of the seven- 
teenth century should be mingled with 
the furniture, embroidery and architec- 
ture of the seventeenth century : then 
at least everything would be seen 
in its appropriate surroandings and the 
gain would be immeasurable. This 
criticism has the merit of being con- 
structive ; but even with such arearrange- 
ment, the treasures of the Louvre would 
suffer from the disability imposed on all 
museums, that they are not and never 
ean be ours. The value of a work 
of art depends more than is generally 
recognized upon our possession of it, 
‘and a forest scene by an obscure 
painter which we cam have “for our

very own” is more to us: for pleasure anil, 
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to use a cant phrase, for educational 
benefit than the finest Constable in the 
National Gallery. In other words the 
moral of public museums is that they 
largely defeat their own object. For 
the great majority they are, perhaps, 
like the expensive libraries of the 
nouveaur riches, a thing to boast 
‘about but not for nse. Even to 
the most enthusiastic devotees, museums 
fare often an undeniable disappoint- 
ment. The visitor enters fall of 
pleased antici nd he comes out 
with a headache and a mouth full of 
yawns. If we are to preserve relics of 
the past,—and who would not ?—let us 
keep them where they were first placed, 
the old houses, old charches, with all that 
the centuries have bestowed on them, 
(here is a moral for the “ devolationists" 
of chureh property in France), the old 
wronght iron gateways, the sacred 
picture under its little pent house at 
thé street corner. It is better to wear 
out in the daily life of the world than 
tobe petrified in the No Man's Land 
of museum, 


THE PANAMA CANAL, 


An interesting side-light is thrown 
on Mr. W. H. Taft's complaint of the 
slow progress of the Panama 
which reference is made in our tele- 
grams this morning, by some recent 
disclosares of the probable cost of the 
undertaking. As “The Outlook,” to 
which we are indebted for the figures, 
remarks, “the Americans’ experlence 
differs only from that of the French en- 
gineers who failed in the effort to pierce 
the isthmus in this, that more energy 
and unlimited money are now thrown 
into the work.” Atthe same time, and 
with all allowance for the present temper 
of the American people which appgara 
to be zealons for every project concern- 
ing the national defence, it is clear that 
the constraction of the Panama Canal 
is putting s severe strain on those who 
have undertaken it. At the beginning 
Congress was assured that the utmost 
‘sum that would be necessary to finish 
tho canal was twenty-eight millions 
sterling. De Lesseps’ first project, 
if we recollect aright, was to be 
covered by an expenditure of 
640,000,000 frs. or, ronghly speak- 
ing, £25,600,000; but this esti- 
mate was based on the cheaper though, 
sit proved, impracticable idea of « sea 
level canal. Now it is admitted 
that twenty to thirty millions more 
will be needed, and that even thir 
amount may not be sufficient, as much 
of the hardest part of the work, including 
the foundation of dams and locks, still 
remains to be done. Another anxiety, 
is caused by the fact that whereas 
the canal as at present designed 
will be deep enough for the 
actual type of American battleship, the 
tendency of naval constructors is now 
so muuch for more powerful ships of 
deeper dranght that the canal may 
have to be considerably deepened, anit 
obviously at great cost, before it can 
be thoroughly serviceable for any vessels 
but merchantmen: and the Panaina 
Canal will not have repaid its cost 
unless it is an efficient asset in the 
national defence,

THE CONQUEST OF THE AIR. 


Daring the time in which Mr. 
Santos Dumont, Count Zeppelin, 
Colonel Capper, x. &, Mr. Henry 
Farman and a host of other seronauts 
ing for the conquest of 
has been confidently stated 
more than once that the achievements 
of the Wright Bros. of Dayton, Ohio, 
would completely surpass the utmost 
efforts of any rival.

‘and considerable interest, therefore, 
‘attaches to a description, given in the 
Engineering Supplement of + The 
Times,” of aeroplane flights sccom- 
plished by Messrs. Wright. This 
description records altogether five fights, 
dating as far back as the year 1903, 
‘of which the longest extended to 24§ 
miles, covered in 38 min. 13 secs. The 
other four flights ranged from eleven

have been used first in really cla- 
borate form by Hector Berlioz, has 
become no less familiar to concert- 
going audiences than the music which 
needs a programme to explain it. 
Another step in realism was made by 
the late Edvard Grieg in his setting of 
Bjornson's poem Beryliot in which 
the music is interspersed by the spoken 
recitation of the poetry. The newest 
development is due to Mr. Joseph 
Holbrooke who arranged that his 
symphony inspired by Mr. Herbert 
Trench's poem Apollo and the Sea- 
man should be played in complete 
darkness, while the words of the poem 
were projected on to s screen in front 
of the audience. Great preparations 











were made for the darkening of the hall 
and thearrangements by which the words 
were to be throwa on to the screen.

A NEW CATHEDRAL. 
On Sunday, the 9th instant, the 
Roman Catholic Mission at Ch’socbou- 





ions Etrangéres de Paris) 
‘entertained the Magistrates of the city 
at the opening of their new cathedral. 
The building, situated in the western 
section of the city, is sn imposing 
structure, with a decidedly bizarre 
colou:ing of the outside. Wit 
appearance is effective ; all the windows 
are filled stained glass, mostly 
from Canton at present, but with 
colours well selected and blended 
harmoniously so as not to detract even 
from the effect of the handsome win- 
dows of French workmanship in the 








apse. 

PT interior lines of the cathedral are 
modelled upon those of the cathedral 
Canton. The structare is of chunam, the 
pillars even having been cast in sections 
in that material and then bailt up. As 
‘a specimen of the work that can be 
accomplished in such a material it is 
well worth a visit. 

The constraction has been proceeding 
for five years, and will be complete 
when the great clock is in position in 
‘a short time. The cost is about $60,000 
Mex. Internally the length is about 
190 feet, and tower rises about sixty-five 
feet from ground level. The substructure 
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has been costly beyond the ordinary, as 
the foundations are set in filled-in land 
and had to be secured by pile driving. 

‘The planning, superintendence, and 
collection of fands have been entirely 
in the hands of the Rev. F. Rondiére, 
who may well be congratulated upon 
the success of his efforts.

‘THE REVOLUTION IN THE SOUTH. 

A Special Correspondent from the 
« geat of war” gives a graphic account 
of some fighting that has taken place at 
9 place called Titmuk, in the prefecture 
‘of Yamchau, where there has been 
trouble all the past year. A robber 
chief had taken refuge at this place, 
and he was supported by other 
rebels. The Imperial troops ascertain 
ed the whereabouts of the rebels, and 
attacked them. The leader, who is said 
to have been daring even to a fault, 
fought hard, but in this case the troops 
were victorious. It was found after the 
rebels had been scattered, that the 
‘stronghold was chosen with great care 
‘and was well protected. ‘Thirty or forty 
corpses were found within the camp, 
‘and among them were some women. 
Some arms were also taken. Only 
five of the Imperial soldiers were 
killed, and about a dozen rather badly 
wounded. Imperial soldiers were 
reverently buried, but no sccoant was 
given of the treatment accorded to the 
bodies of the rebels. 

Against this victory, it was announced 
yesterday, that the city of Linching 
had fallen into the hands of the rebels. 
‘There is certainly some anxiety here 
as to the movements of the rebels in 
Kuangsi. The Governor has himself 
gone to inspect the troops and the forts 
near the district that is affected. It 
is reported further that there are 30,000 
troops stationed at Lungchow, awaiting 
any possible developments. All this, 
taken in connexion with the smuggling 
in of weapons on the one hand, and the 
known activity of Sun Yat-sen on the 
other, the latter being at work in 
Anam, makes it clear that the Chinese 
Government will be wise to be on the 
alert and prepared for sudden emer- 
gencies. 

‘THE ARREST OF THE TATSU MARU. 

‘There is much uncertainty as to the 
rights of this case. Somehow the 
Customs officials here had suspicions 
that she carried arms even when she 
left Yokohama, and, therefore, she has 
been watched. When searched by the 
officers of a Chinese Customs cruiser, 
the captain's papers showed that! 
she had 1,800 rifles on board, 
‘and 50,000 rounds of ammunition. 
There was little or no fuss, for 
the captain -handed her ver to the 
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Chinese anthorities when requested, 
and the passengers have been brought 
to Hongkong. The captain of the cruiser, 
when the Tatsu Mara II was arrested, 
immediately ran up the Chinese tlag’ 
at the mast-head, thongh the ship's 
captain protested against this. Tt was 
thought here that perhaps the Japanese 
eruisers would have gone out and in- 
tercepted the steamer in her trip to 
‘Whampoa, but no notice was taken of] 
the Chinese Government's action, and 
the matter was wisely left in the hands 


-|of the diplomats. For sometime it has 


been suspected that Chinese jnks have 
been surreptitiously importing arms| 
into the South of China, though up to 
the present no accurate information 
could be secured. ‘This arrest would 
appear to show that not only janks but 
also steamers have been taking part in 
this smuggling, although the captain 
alleges that there was nothing under- 
hand in what he was doing.

‘to have it made a base for the southern 
squadron—when it is The 
barbour is certainly well fitted for this 
work. It is guarded by a high range of 
hills, and warships which might be at 
anchor therein, would be almost safe 
from attack, unless an enemy could 
first of all enter the harbour. More- 
over, the water is deep, and the space 
commodious. It is said that the late 
Admiral Ting of the northern navy 
long ago fixed his eye on this spot, 
‘and at the time urged that it be secured, 
and defended. 

ANOTHER WEST RIVER PIRACY.

4 TALE OF DIAMONDS. 

Paris, the home of queer stories, has 
lost no time in filling the gap left by 
the close of the Druce case. The latest 
“affair” has one grave defect. There 
is no woman in it, at least, so far as we 
know at present ; but one must never

person are a South 
African millionaire and an ingenious| 
Frenchman, who says he has found out! 
how to make diamonds by artificial 
means; not the almost microscopic 
gems evolved by the late Professor 
Moissan from his electric furnace, but 
respectably proportioned and commerci- 
ally valuable brilliants weighing eighteen 
or nineteen carats. If this claim were. 
founded on fact, the affair would be of 
enormous importance, inasmuch as 
almost everyone possessing any appreci- 
able share of this world’s goods has' 
converted some portion of them into 
diamonds either as an outward 
‘and visible sign of prosperity or as 

invest ment capable of realization in 
time of stress, At present, however, it 
does not seem as if the proprietors of 
diamonds have any reason for alarm; and 
yet there is a doubt, which a Parisian 
juge d'inatruction is now trying to clear 
up. The story begins in 1905, when 
Sir Jalins Wernhs f the firm of 
Wernher, Beit & (o., was approach- 
ed by M. Lemoine, Frenchman 
who passed as an electrical engineer 
and asserted thet he could make 
diamonds by a process which he 
described as an improvement on that of 
Professor Moissan. He offered to 
make the gems in Sir Julius Wernher's 
presence. 

























magnate, incredulous bat ready 
to pick up a good thing if it would 
stand investigation, accepted the offer 
and went to a small workshop used by 
Lemoine in the Rue Lecourbe, Paris. 
Here Lemoine presented him with 
a small quantity of metallic po 
, which, after’ examination, Si 











e, 
who was stripped to the waist, 
to show that there was no deception, 
then put the crucible on a long-handled 

‘and carefully inserted it in the 
fierce heat of an electric furnace. The 
cracible was afterwards cooled in a 
bucket of water and opened by Sir 
Julins, who found in it several perfectly 
genuine diamonds. An expert gave it 
1s his opinion, on examining the stones 
1a fow days later, that they came from the 
Jagersfontein mines. Sir Julius, having 
ween the stones at the bottom of 
Lemoine’s crucible, chuckled quietly 
and did not tell the expert the origin 
of the diamonds, although by the light 
‘of subsequent events he was forced to 
the conclusion that the expert was 
probably right after all and that the 
gems were probably concealed in the 
erucible under a fusible coating. At 
any rate the financier was satisfied 
that Lemoine really knew how to make 
diamonds. He entered into contracts 
with Lemoine, whereby the Frenchman 
undertook to place his seoret and his 
services at Sir Julius Wernher’s sole 
disposal. In retarn the millionaire 
advanced various sums, amounting to 
about £65,000, part of which was for 
Lemoine’s own use and part for the 
‘construction of a factory in the south 
of France for the fabrication of the’ 
diamonds, There doubt that Sir: 
Julius Wernher at this time thought 
he had secured a very valuable secret. 
‘What use did he intend to make of it ?' 























He says that as a life-governor of th 
De Beers Consolidated Mining °C 
which, in concert with smaller concerns, 
controls the world’s output of diamonds, 
he intended to lay the matter before 
the directors, so that they could decide 
whether it was in the Company's interest 
to purchase the secret acquired by 
. The negotiations between Sir 
ind his brother directors. would 
doubtless have been very interesting, 
bat they never took place. 

Having pocketed the money Lemoine 
began to neglect his correspondence with 
his backer, and, thoagh he had the fac- 
tory built, he showed strange uowilling- 
ness to produce apy more diamonds. 
Eventually Sir Julins became suspicious. 
He went over to Ps with a South 
African expert and on Lemoine 
showing his process again. Once more 
a crucible was pat into the furnace, but 
no diatonds resulted, and when press- 
ed to repeat the experiment, Lemoine 
refused altogether, telling ‘Sir Julius 
that he ought to be satisfied with what 
he saw on his frst visit to the Rue Le- 
courbe. The financier reluctantly came 
to the conclusion that he had been 
swindled and that the wisest course 
for him to take was to drop Lemoine 
altogether and not throw good money 
after bad by trying to recover the sums be 
had advanced. Soon afterwards, how- 
ever, he learnt that Lemoine was trying 
to float » company for the fabrication 
of diamonds at the factory constructed 
with Sir Julius’s money. This was 
more than flesh and blood conld stand. 
The financier took civil proceedings 
and did what he onght to have done 
much earlier in the day ; he cansed 
Lemoine’s career to be investigated, 
with the result that he found Lemoine 
had undergone four years’ imprison- 
ment for obtaining goods to a large 
amount by false pretences. This was: 
the last straw, and Sir Julius preferred 
a criminal charge of swindling against 
Lemoine, who was arrested and is now 
detained in prison. - 

It is a sort of moral satisfaction for 
Sir Julius Wernher to know that he 
was not the only celebrity whose con- 
fidence was secured by Lemoine. Lord 
Armstrong, who is now staying at Cap 
Martin, saw Lemoine conduct what may 
be called an “experiment” simmjlar to the 
fone which had such expensive conse- 






























declares his belief that Lemoine is 
great inventor and the discoverer of 
one of natare’s most jealously guarded 
secrets; bat fortunately for Lord 
‘Armstrong it does not appear that he 
backed his opinion by putting money 
into the affair. Another believer in 
Lemoine is a London financier named 
Jackson, who showed great eagerness £0 
step into the breach when Sir Julius 
Wernher's enthusiasm waned. Mr. 
Jackson still professes to believe in the 
Lemoine process, and so do several 
Parisian business men who were ad- 
mitted to the works in the Rue 
Lecourbe and came away enthusias- 
tic. Lemoine has offered that if 
he is let ont of prison, he will 
again set about making diamonds in the 
Presence of experts. If he fails, he 
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id over bi fortune to Sif 
Jalins Wernher, but if he succeeds, he 
ill want three or four million pounds 
for his secret. Unfortunately Sir 
Julius Wernher, being now coldly in- 
credulous, prefers to have Lemoine kept 
under lock and key. 

Lemoine’s secret is xupposed to te 
contained in an envelope deposited i 
London bank, of which Sir Julius 
Wernher is a director. This deposit 
was made at the time the contracts were 
signed by Sir Julius and Lemoine, and 
it was guaranteed that the envelope 
should be opened only on Lemoine's 
death. Sir Julius would like to have 
the envelope open now and the instruc- 
tions carried out by experts to see 
whether it is possible to work the 
process, To this Lemoine replies that 
he refuses to have his secret placed 
in the hands of anyone, and that 
he alone can effect the manipulations 
‘on which the success of the process 
depends. Lemoine evidently attaches 
the utmost importance to the envelope 
remaining intact. Directly there was 
talk of opening it, he sent his wil 
daughter, accompanied by a Parisi 
legal adviser, to London, where they 
took every conceivable precantion in 
the way of notices and warnings to 
the bank against any tampering with 
the envelope, . Parisians are tempted to 
establish comparisons between that 
envelope and the safe which loomed so 
large in the Humbert case and to 
doubt whether the one teceptacle con- 
tains -anything more valuable than the 
other. It hardly seems as if there need 
be quite so much fuss, however, about 
the envelope as there was over the 
opening of the Humbert safe and 
the Drace grave. All technical 
experts, and with them the public, 
regard the Lemoine diamond-making 
process as a myth. Fifty pounds would 
amply suffice to fit up an electric 
furnace, and if Lemoine really did 
what Professor Moissan never succeed- 
doing, that is to say, obtain by 
real diamonds of marketable 
size and value, there would have been 
no need for him to ask a financier for 
many thousands of pounds, Lemoine 
was by no means the type of the poor, 
downtrodden inventor, but « handsome, 
well-dressed man, who lived in a large 
house and kept up a considerable 
amount of style. I am told that he 
withdrew his daughter from a singing 
class because he considered the manners 
of another girl pupil as too free and 
wanting in the restraint which should 
characterize the associates of Mlle.

Finer Gavenat Meetixa. 

The first General Meeting of the 
above Company was held at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce rooms on Wednesday 
afternoon. There were present: Messrs. 
E. 8. Little (Chairman), A. B. Algar 
‘and H. Pilcher (Directors) and a few 
Chinese and foreign shareholders. 

The notice convening the meeting 
was read. 

‘The Chairman said: Gentlemen, This 
meeting has been called in accordance 
with the requirements of the Hongkong 
Ordinances ; no resolations will be sub- 
mitted. In the meantime I take this 
opportunity of addressing you a few 
words in the name of the Board of 
Directors to explain what has been 
done s0 far. 

In the first place, I will call 
your attention to the fact that within 
three months after the registration of 
the company actual work was in pro- 
ress, for # new concern is almost 
a record. Very upfortunately for the 
company, Mr. McGregor Smith, senior, 
died in Hongkong before any work in 
bulk could be put through. He had 
planned to return from Hongkong in 
order to start the works and_see the 
scheme through to a success. We were, 
therefore, deprived of his experience and 
thrown back upon our own resonrces. 
When we came to actual operation, 
we found that it was necessary to 
modify many of the mechanical ap- 
pliances, and s considerable amount of 
time has been occupied in making 
experiments as to the best method of 
handling the fibre in bulk. Many of the 
difficulties have been surmounted, while 
others are in a fair way of being solved. 
‘As regards the percentage of loss and 
cost of treatment, the works manager 
is of an opinion that, after the factory 
bas run under ordinary working 
conditions at least six months, treating 
various qualities of grass from different 
districts, the above poiats will be settled 
with definite precision and the exect 
rate ascertained. From the fibre already 
treated the indications point favourably 
to results being as already stated in the 
propectus of the company. 

‘As regards raw material, there ap- 




















to be no doubt but that sufficient 
quantities will be forthcoming at about 
the prices calculated. 

The question of export duty is 
occupying the attention of your Direc- 
tors and is being taken up by the proper ~ 
aothorities in Peking. Bulk samples 
have been prepared and sent ome. 180 
Tb. bave been sold as = sample and 
forwarded to America, 134 Ib. on the 
ame terms, to Germany, and sbouy 
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1,300 Ib. have been sent to England. 
These samples will arrive about a month | to 
from this date. In due course reports 
on the same will be forthcoming. In 
the opinion of the works manager subse- 
uent lots will be of » better quality 
than the lots now sent forward, as these 
are the result of trial tests only, The 
work has been greatly delayed by a 
lack of the various mill supplies required 
in the process. It ‘necessarily takes 
some time to atrange for these. The 
directors have received communications 
from all over the world in Sasoee to 
ramie, and be er quite 
ond possibility of the aks be ahi 
eet ae to fill. The following 
extract from a letter dated London, 
January 27, 1908, is quoted for general 
information :—" That a filasse is * per- 
fet Jegummea” ‘can only be ascer- 
ing, weaving and 
poral pay Keeping the cloth. On 
this subject’I have some information 
and have bought it very dearly. What 
is wanted is yaro. If you will torn 
your" filasse into yarn your market is 
certain, as the demand for ramie 
yarn is fer ia excess of the possible 
‘supply of all the existing ramie spin- 
Having created 
for ramie fabrics the crucial question is, 
how to get the yarns to weave with, 
that is, in any quantity, for orders 
running into hundreds of thousands of 
yards and absorbing hundreds of tons 
dof yarn, Who is to spin filasse ? How 
many ramie combs are there in 
England? I think I can tell you. 
have’ studied ramie very thorougbly 
and can’ weave almost anything in 
ramio and have woven about 100,000 
yards of dress goods, tapestries, 
muslins and canvas of immense 
breaking ‘strain, for which the orders 
are likely to be very large.” From 
information received from various 
quarters it would appear that there are 
many times more buyers of ramie 
than ramie filasse. We are advised 
that there may be some little difficalty 
at the outset in establishing a market 
for our prodnet in the form of filasse, 
but that if the filasse were turned into 
yarn, it could readily be sold, as there 
is already a big market and an ever- 
increasing démand for yarn, We are 
very strongly urged to carry the fibre 
on to the yarn stage. This would 
require a considerable increase of capital 
to lay dows» spinning’ plant. The 
estimates of probable returns to be 
obtained from s ramie spinning plant 
are certainly very ' tempting. The 
directors, however, are not prepared to 
advise this action’ at present, but prefer 
to wait for advices from home based 
upon the balk samples sent forward. 
Owing to the fact that there are no 
machines in the Far East that can 
treat “ramie filasse, we: are unable to 
test the product as we go along, 
mhich is a great dissdvantage. 
therefore, tell whether the 
is in ao 
satisfactory state for the machines, or 
iether the fibre requires ta be treated 
to as more or less extent. Two local

HONGKONG AND 
SHANGHAI BANKING 
CORPORATION. 


The ordinary half-yearly general 
meeting of shareholders in the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Banking Corpora 
tion was held at the City Hall, Hong- 
kong, on the 15th instant. 

The Chief Manager read the notice 
convening the meeting. 

‘The Chairman having read the report 
already published, said: Gentlemen— 
Tho past half-year has witnessed a steady 
decline in the price of silver and sudden 
and severe fluctuations in the rates of 
exchange ‘between China and gold- 
usiog couotries : it has been through- 
‘ont, a period of anxiety to all connected 
with the East. Nevertheless your 
Directors have the good fortune to come: 
before you with the very satisfactory 
report which I have just read, and I 
hope you will approve of the way we 
propose to apportion the profits, viz.. 
‘a dividend of £2 per share on old 
shares, a pro rate-dividend, or £1 
10s. per share, on new shares, place 
$5 lacs to silver reserve fund and 
carry forward a sum of about $2U lacs. 
It may be thought by some that, con- 
jidering the profits realized, a larger 
distribution to shareholders might have 
‘been made, bat, with the experience of 
past years bearing in mind the present 
dullness of trade in the East, the uneasi- 
ness still prevailing throughout the

The calls have been fully paid up 
and the capital now appears in the 
balance sheot as $15,000,000, thus 
marking a new era in the history of 
the Bank, Part of the premium de- 
rived from the issue has been invested 
in consols of a face value of £610,000 
and this has permitted us to increase 
the sterling reserve fund by £500,000: 
the balance of $1,250,000 has been 
carried to the silver reserve fund. 
If you pass the accounts now before you 
our sterling resarve fund will stand at 
£1,500,000 and our silver reserve fand 
at $13,500,000—areally strong position 
which Tam sure all our supporters 
will be glad to see, and which cannot 
fail to increase the Bank's usefulness in 
developing the foreign trade of the East. 
‘A comparison of the present figures with 
those published six months ago, show 
that our note circulation, at $157 lacs, 
is leas by 24 lacs.

Incomé and Expenditure—The in- 
come for last year amounted to Tle. 
3,592.57 against an expenditare of Tis.

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plus for the year 1908 will probably 
exceed that of former years by about 
Tis. 1,000. 

Loans.—In addition to the loan of 
Tis. 5,000 to the Yacht Club sanction-

22, 1907), the Trustees advanced 
sum of Tis. 7,032.50 to the ‘Trustees 
of the Lyceum Theatre to pay for the 
repairs to the North Wall (vide corres- 
pondence .) 

Loan to the Amateur Dramatic 
Club.—Tls. 1,000 has been refunded 
on account of above loan.

History of the Fund.—As authorized 
by the Trustees in 1906, this was re- 
printed from the year 1882, and bound 
up in book form with the previous issue 
compiled by Mr. Groom.

V, EDUCATIONAL. 


The intellectual part of man is 
provided for in this Association by 
means of 

(1) College preparatory classes which 
reached in the Fall term an enrollment 
of 170. These students have a thorongh 
English and Chinese course of study, 
there being five forms and twelve teacher 
‘Students completing the course have no 
difficulty in entering the En; 
Chinese course of any institution of 
higher learning in China. The fees 
are $60 per year not including board 
or lodging and at no time has the As- 
sociation been able to receive all who 
have applied. 

nr "Evening Continuation Classes. 

‘These are for butiness men, Chinese 
scholars or graduates of Western insti- 
tations of learning, or others who de- 
sire to study s foreign language or 
obtain special business training. Classes 
have been held during the year in Eng- 
lish (five grades), German, Mandarin, 
business methods, bookkeepin 
writing, building, constraction, 
shorthand. An enrollment of 116 at 


























the Spring and 127 at the Fall term 
is evidence that these classes 
meet a real desire. Fees are charged 
which pay the cost of instruction, not 
including light, heat, nor incidental 
expenses. 

(3) Lectures.—Lectures were given 
during the year by Mr. H. L. W. 
Bevan, H.E. Yen Fuh, Prof. C. F. 
Cooper andDr. W. H. Jefferys, all much 
appreciated and attended by abont an 
average of over 100.

The financial statement shows that 
the receipts during the year ex- 
ceeded $19,000, all of which was pro- 
vided locally by members and friends.

In addition to the 
current finances the members and the 
Chinese community responded liberally 
in the land fund canvas the members 
themselves raising over $3,000 i 
amounts.

Several secretarial changes have been 
rendered necessary. In June Mr.

X. NATIONAL CONVENTION. 

The Shanghai Association was the 
host of another gathering of considerable 
importance held in March, being the 
National Convention of the Associations 
of China and Korea. This was the 
triennial meeting of the Associations 
and two hundred delegates assembled 
from almost every province, representing 
in all more than forty Associations (city 
and college.) It was attended by a 
ial representative of the Nanking 
Vicerny who carried greetings from His 
Excellency Tuan Fang. The meeting 
showed that there had been great 
advance along Association lines in the 
past three years expecially in the matter 
of Chinese leadership. 

This Association sent six representa 
tives to the Conference of the World's 
Students’ Christian Federation held in 
Tokio in April. For cosmopolitan 
representation, religions vigour, and the 
attention accorded it by the Government.

The “ Victoria Park” at Chinkiang, 
which consists of about five acres of 
ground, is situated about a mile to the’ 
south of the Concession, and was 
primarily the result of s desire of the 
residents to perpetuate by some fitting 
‘memorial the Jubilee of her late 
Majesty, Queen Victoria, and it bas 
been entirely kept up by voluntary 
subscription since that year. It is laid 
out with tennis courts and croquet 
ground and has s good football field 
‘and a small ‘pavilion; it affords « 
healthy recreation ground for the resi- 
dents, and is st the disposal of the 
crews of men-of-war and merchan' 
ships visiting this port, who avail 
themselves of this privilege to no small 
extent. With the connecting link that 
now binds Chinkiang and Shanghai we 
may hope for more frequent visits from 
those of your residents who hava the 
time to spare, and who wish for the 
purer air of the country. 

‘The Committes is engaged in laying 
‘out a wide road, which will ultimately 
connect the railway station and the 
park, and will afford easy access to the 
recreation grounds. 

The trustees of the ground are the 
British Consul and the Chairman of 
the Municipal Council for the time 
being, and the up-keep the 
ground and games is entrusted to 
s Committee of seven members chosen 
at the annual general meeting, of 
which the two trustees are ¢x-oficio 
members.

You quote 

his own words, it is true: but you 

immediately proceed to annotate them 
in a sense which, I thiok, Dr. Burge 

would utterly repadiate.

of the Greck language were thooe 
who made sure that the methods of 
introducing the study were reasonable 
and intelligible.”

believes, presumably, that such a dry 
course of study will best inspire them 
with ‘reverence for the cause of 
learning and for the Greek language.’

curxa AND TIBET. 


Some time ago H.E. Tsén Chun- 
hsoan (formerly Viceroy of the Liang- 
kuang provinces and now at Hangchow) 
suggested the conversion of Tibet into 
two provinces to be governed by a 
Uhinese Viceroy, whose seat of govern- 
ment would be established at Lhasa. 
As Chamdo is also an important city 
a governor would be stationed there. 
The practical effect of this change would 
be to convert the Imperial Chinese 
Resident and assistant Resident into 
Viceroy and Governor respectively. The 
following is a summary of a recent 
meworial from the Imperial Resident 
Lien Yii on this subject, which gives 
description of the deplorable condition 
in that closely-walled country :—Prior 
to the unfortunate war with Japan 

1894-5 the Dalai Lama and hi 
immediate subordinates ~espected in- 
structions from Peking through the 
Imperial Resident and dared not to do 


























what they liked. Bat after the war in 
Korea and Manchuria the Tibetan 
Government realized the weakness of 
China, and the Dalai the 
Pansnén Lama and their spiritual 
followers began to despise the Chinese 
Government and dit 
Imperial Residents and even went so 
far as to depend upon foreign influence 
and assistance to get rid of the Chinese 
yoke It was mainly due to the 
ignorance, stupidity and obstinacy 
of the Dalai Lama and his im- 
‘mediate followers that the British 
Expeditionary Force entered Tibet in 
1904. The memorialist believes that 
as the Tibetans are still deeply sus- 
picions of the Chinese Government, 
it would merely evoke more distrust 
and open tronble if Tibet were convert- 
ed into two provinces. As now pro- 
posed, H.E. Lien Yi, therefore, 
strongly urges that the scheme may be 
until he hes made due 
Preparations, after which the vassal 
State may be converted into two -pro- 
vinces by the simple issue of an 
Imperial Edict from Peking. 
Regarding the proposed i 
zation of Tibet the memorialist 
says that he can do nothing 
without money from China as he 
cannot obtain funds in the counts 
itself. As the Dalai Lama is stil 
lingering in Kansa under pretext 
of ‘illness, the memorialist requests 
the Throne to order him to return to 
Lhasa without further delay and to 
co-operate in the reorganization of the 
Tibetan Government, now that the 








British troops are withdrawn and the 
commercial convention between Tibet 
and India is all but settled.

BUILDING “OUTSIDE LIMITS. 

Some difference of opinion seems to 
exist between bis Honoar M. T. Liang 
and the British and American Consuls- 
General at Shanghai over the establish- 
ment of certain commercial and educa- 
tional houses outside the limit of the 
International Settlement, in the 
‘Paoshan district. The argument of 
the Customs Tsotai is that, as for- 
eigners have no right to do bnsiness 
in the interior of China, the establish- 
ment of the houses in question 
by British and American citizens ix 
outside Treaty stipulations His Honour 
‘acourdingly requests the British and 
‘American Consuls-General at your 
port to close the houses and shift them 
to the foreign concessions. But the 
request has been rejected by the re- 
presentatives of the two countries. The 
U. 8. Consul-General argues that as 
foreign missionaries are permitted by 
China to reside and built missions in 
the interior under Treaty, and 
‘as the «chool in question is estab- 
lished by some American 
aries fr the benefit of the Chinese, 
cannot be tre ted in the sme 
foreign commercial houses. T! 
Consul-Genoral cvutends that as foreign 
merchants were perwitted by the former 
Viceroy of the Liangkiang, H.E. Liu 
K’'nn-yi, to rent lands and build houses 
for living purposes in the imme ‘iate 
vieinity of the foreign concessions ut 
hai and as the title-deeds for 
the land rented by the said British 
re duly stamped by the Chinese 
he cannot now instract 
British merchants to shift their busi- 
ess to the foreign concessions. 

Viceroy Tuan Fang has telegraphed 
to the Waiwupu a fall stateent of the 
affair, and, in order to avoid similar 
occurrences in future, he has ordered 
Taotai M. T. Liang to station (Chinese 
constables at those parts which are not 
policed at present. Viceroy Tuan 
Fang demands that the British and 
‘American subjects converned shall 
remove their bouses into the foreign 
concessions withont further arguments.

deep sorrow that has come to her, a 
sorrow in the home sudden and unex-| 
pected, which all the kindliest tokens 
of friendship must fail to reach. I beg’ 
leave to propose that this message be 
conveyed to the bereaved family.

The name of 
Washington hed continued to grow 
brighter and his utterances have continu- 
to command a greater respect be- 
cause the wisdon of experience has 
decided that the measures for which he 
stood were fundamentally sound. He 
had the ability of proper thinking com- 
bined with » moral purpose.

THE NEW LAWS 
RELATIVE 10 AMERICAN 
CITIZENSHIP. 


It will doubtless be of interest to our 
Awerican readers resident in the Far 
Esst to know exactly what are the 
‘terms of the cititizenship laws enacted 
by Congress, March 2, 1907, which 
went into effect on July 1, last. Briefly 
‘stated the law at present is as follows :— 
CHILDREN OF CITIZENS BORN ABROAD. 

All children born out of the limits of | 
the jurisdiction of the United States 
whose fathers were American citizens 
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at 





time such children were born, 






the rights of citizenship do not descend 
to children whose fathers never resided 
in the U.8. And all such children who 
continue to reside outside of the U.8. are 
required, in order to receive the protec- 
tion of the United States Government, 
upon reaching the age of eighteen years 
to record at an American Consulate 
their intention to remain citizens, and 
upon reaching their majority are farther 
required to take the oath of allegiance 
to the United States. Z 


CHILDREN OF NATURALIZED PARENTS. 

The nataralization or resumption of 
American citizenship of the parents 
confers American citizenship upon th 
minor children, and such citizenship 
shall begin at the time such minor 
children shall begin to reside in the 
United States, 

WIPE OF AN AMERICAN CITIZI 

Any white woman, or woman of 
African nativity or descent or (Ameri- 
can) Indian woman married to a citizen 
of the United States is a citizon there- 
of ; and immaterial whether the 
husband became a citizen before or after 
marriage. And any woman who has 
‘thas become an American citizen shall 
be assumed to have retained sach 
citizenship after the termination of the 
marital relation either by death or 
absolute divorce if she continues to 
reside in the U.S., unless she makes 
formal renunciation thereof before a 
court having jurisdiction to nataralize 
aliens, or if residing abroad she may 
retain American citizenship by register- 
jing before an American Consul within 
one year after the termination of the 
marital relation. 

AMERICAN WOMEN WHO MARRY 
PORRIONER: 

An American woman who marries a 
foreigner takes the nationality of her 
husband. But at the termination of the 
marital relation by death or absolute 
divorce, she may resume her American 
citizenship, if abroad, by registering 
within one year before,a Consul of the 
United States, or by returning to reside 
in the United States ; or if residing in 
the United States at the time of the 
termination of the marital relation, by 
continuing to reside therein. 

DECLARATION OF INTENTION, 

Mere declaration of intention to be- 
‘come a citizen of the U. 8. does not make 
one an American citizen, nor entitle a 
person to the protection of the American 
Government ; but when an alien who 
has declared his intention of becoming 
‘a citizen of the U. 8. dies before he is 
actually naturalized, his widow and 
minor children may, by complying with 
the other regulations of the naturaliza- 
tion laws, be admitted to citizenship with- 
ont making the declaration of intention. 

EXPATRIATION, 

An American citizen expatriates 
himself when he becomes a naturalized 
citizen or subject of any foreign state, 
ur when he swears allegiance to any 
foreign State. And when a naturalized 
itizen of the U. 8. shall have resided 
in the foreign State from which he came 
continuously for two years, or in any 
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other foreign state for a period of five 
years, it shall be presumed that he has 

ceased to be an American citizen ; 
bat such presumption may be overcome| 
by the presentation of satisfactory 
evidence before a diplomatic or consalar 
officer of the United States. 

ALL MINOR CHILDREN. 

In order to receive the protection of 
the American Government, all minor’ 
children born of American parents 
outside the territory of the United 
States, must at the age of eighteen 
‘Years, record at an American Consulate 
their intention to become residents and 
remain citizens of the United States.

A FATAL ACCIDEN' 
AT TIENTSIN. 


Tentsin papers record ith. deep 

the death of Mr. Ninian 
guna of Mesers. Shewan, Tomes 
& Co., which occurred as the result of 
‘an unfortunate accident in the Officers’ 
Mess of the 3rd Middlesex on Saturday 
evening. the 15th instant. 
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An inquest was held on the 17th 
instant at the British Consulate General 
concerning the deplorable accident. 

The evidence showed that a British 
officer was explaining the mechanism 


of a Winchester repeating rifle to an 
officer belonging to the Imperial Ger- 
man Forces ;*the rifle was believed to 
be unloaded, and the mechanism is such 
that, if it should be loaded, the palling 
of the lever ought to extract a cartridge 

the same way that it extracts the 
empty cartridge case if the trigger has 
been pulled. 

The lever of the rifle was polled at 
least a dozen times, when, suddenly, a 
cartridge which must have been in the 
magazine and which had not hitherto 
exploded, went off. Just at the very 
moment that the cartridge was fired 
in this unexpected manner, Mr. Forbes, 
who had been moving’ from place 
to place in another part of the ante- 
room of the Middlesex Officers’ Mess, 
happened to get in tho line of fire. 
The ballet severed the jugular vein, 
and although a doctor who was present 
did everything that was possible, death 
ensued painlessly a few minutes after 
the unfortanate young man was strack.

BOOK REVIEW. 


‘The Fruit of the Tree, by Edith 
Wharton. Macmillan & Co., London. 

In these days of hasty work, it is 
pleasant to read a novel carefully con- 
structed and well written. The Fruit 
of the Tree shows that Mrs, Wharton 
belongs to the decreasing band of writers 
who retain reverence for their art, and 
who refuse to produce books with the 
sole idea of welling them in the most 
lucrative market. She hes evidently 
written, first and foremost, out of a 
deep interest in the creatures of her own 
imagination, and her sincerity, hel 
by her literary skill, has resulted 
in one of the best novels we have 
read for a long time past. There 
‘are obvions traces in it of the influence 
of Mr. Henry James who is, perhaps, 
‘the most sincere of modern English 
novel ‘Any one who has reed 
“The “Golden Bowl" will recognize 
‘a similarity between the character of 
Mrs. Assingham and that of Mra. 
Ansell, just as_he will catch a 
distinct echo of Mr. Henry James’ 
polished and analytical style. But Mrs. 
‘Wharton has avoided the faults which 
‘are inclined to make Mr. Henry James 
‘a vivisectionist rather than a story 
teller. She does not allow her char- 
‘acters to become intellectual 
ions by sacrificing their ha 
her own psychological perception: 
character of John Ambheret is unmistak- 
ably lifelike. Nor does she separate 
her characters from their environment, 












describing each <eparately and making 
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their interaction a matter of logical de- 
duction. The two are thrown together, 
‘ag they, are in real life, where cause and 
effect are lost in the conception of Fate. 
The struggle of character _ with 
cireumstance is the basis of her book, 
its interest depending gn personality 
rather than on plot, for the reader 
is carried through the story more by 
sympathy than by curiosity. Hence, 
in respect of action there is little to 
relate. On paper, indeed, what there 
is to recount would appear almost 
iggardly, for the main theme of the 
story is the attempt of John Amherat 
to improve the economic and moral con- 
ditions of the mill bands of /anaford, 
amongst whom he liad worked as 
assistant manager and whose 6mi- 
ployer he becomes by marrying 
Bessy Westmore, the widowed owner 
of the mills, His attempt ix for 
along time thwarted by the character 
Ot his wile, and two-thinls-of the look 








‘are taken up by their relation to each 
other, the tragedy of the story lying in 
jusionment, and in the events 
h, eventually, give him a help-mate 
8 enthusiastic as himself. But on this 
slender basis Mrx. Wharton has built 
up a most fascinating study of dis- 
similar characters who are well worth 
knowing, and we think that most novel 
readers will be grateful for their crea- 
tion.

‘THR MAIANGCHENU INCIDENT. 
So much has been made of the 
capture of Hsiangeheng that an ac- 
‘count of the cause of the trouble in the 
region and the events of the seven 
months’ investment and capture may be 
of interest. ‘The lamasory at Haiaug- 
cheng was an offshoot from Litang, 
and for, many decades coutinued to be 
governed by the parent institation, but 
in the 22nd year of the prevent rvign a 
seriows dispute arove in connexion 
with the question of Itnperial onrol- 
Heats. The Abbot. of Litong in his 
petition to the Throne nominated 
1,000 lamas, 300 of whom were from 
Heiangcheng, a lamaxery of 2,200 
lamas. This was manifestly unfair, for in 
his own lamasery at Litany in which 
were 3,000 lamas, 700 were on the 
coveted list. Apart from distinctive 
badges the anm of 1,000 tack sce 
companied the notifieation of the Ab- 
bot’s tally, The Haiangcheng lamas who, 
thus under-rated, would lose heavily 
were in no humour to submit and loud- 
ly demanded an additional 300 names 
as their correct tally. But the matter 
had been formally settled at Peking 
‘and the Litang Abbot refused to dis- 
eass the question further. ‘The lamas 
at Heiangcheng, thereapon, dlisowning 
the Litang authority set ap an Abbot 
of their own directly wader the Dalai 
Lams at Lhasa. ‘the Abbot of the 
nt institution, without further parley 
Joining forces with the chief of Litang, 
went down to Hsiangcheng and attacked 
the lamasery, but they were driven back 














with loss of men and prestige. Two 
years later China ordered a Captain Li 
of Litang to proceed to Hsiangcheng 
‘and negotiate terms, but the unfortanate 
nian was flayed alive and his saite of 
eleven men drowned in the Lamaya 
river.

Heiangcheng was invested by th 
stractions of H. E. Chao, Warden of 
the Marches, in the 11th month of the] ow 
31st year of the present reign, but the 
4th Toterealary month of the next 
year was drawing tos close before the 
settlement was flying the Dragon flag 
‘of the Chinese Empire.

THE TATSU MARU.- 


DETAILED ACCOUNT OF THE SRIZURK. 
The following, according to the 
“Japan Mail,” . the outline of a letter 
from Mr. Teramine, captain of the Tatsu 
Marn addressed to the Tatsuma firm 
of Kobe, the owner of the ship, which 
gives = detailed account of the seizure 
‘of the ship by Chinese warships at 
Macao 





The ‘Tatea Maru arrived at Macao 
little before noon of the 5th instant. 
About half-past two in the afternoon « 
‘steam-boat of the Atake firm, the owner 
of her cargo, with clerks on board came 
the Tatsu Mara 
along with cargo-boats when sudden- 
ly four Chinese " gunboats made 
their appearance and surrounded 
the steamer, They only allowed :the 
clerk of the firm te go on board the 
steamer but forbade others approuchiny, 
the ship. Meanwhile « "Chinese em 
mander came on board and stated that 
though the steamer wax in poswsvion 
of the certificate issued Ly the 
guese authorities at Macan the Chinese 
Government was informed that she 
wax bound for Macno daden with « 
cargo of 134 eases of arms and ams 
munition, the consignee being Chincee 
and the commander hail been.ordered by 
the Taotai of Canton to stop the unload- 
ing of her caren. At the same tine 
two Customs officials and some twenty 
bluejacketx boarded the steamer. The 
commander also wait thut if the grcarner 
wax lying at anchor in Macao territorial 
waters he would not le in the capacity 
to make any objection whatever, hat ax 
Jong ns xhe was nt anchor in Chinese 
territorial wators the ship had to 
the command of the Chinese anthorit 
Now the Macao territorinl waters ix 
limited extent and the dopth vory 
shallow, scarcely reaching two fa- 
thoms. So the steamer cast anchor 
at Macan anchorage pointed out in 
the chart, which, however, the Chi- 
nese insisted to be Chinese territorial 
waters. The steamer having a draft 
‘of more than 23-ft. and being laden to 
‘the full could not make for the shore 
‘any nearer beyond the present station 
which measured four fathoms. It wae no 
‘less impossible for her to go in Macao 
territorial waters, only two fathoms in 
depth. Though the captain was desirous 
of negotiating with the consignee no 
steam-boat would dare to apj the 
ship apparently for fear of the Chinese 
warships, TI were more than ten 
passengers on board the steamer, who 
‘on account of the delayed arrival were in 
want of provisions. They were anxious 
to make land for the purchase of pro- 
visions but the Chinese would not permit 
thom to to launch a boat and eo they could

When 
any steamer laden with arms and stomu- 
nition arrived at the port the Macao 
authorities would’ dispatch a warship 
nnder whose surveillance the cargo 
had to be removed to boats, stored 
in the warehouses belonging to the 
authorities for a time during which the 
authorities would make full investiga 
tions ax to the purchasers of the cargo 
and then deliver. That despite the fact

The Crown Advocate then defined 
conspiracy and referred his Lordship 
to Russell on Crime, pp. 512-3, for a 
definition of a person unknown. He 
also referred to the same work, and to 
Archbold, to sbow that it was not 
necessary for a conspirator to bave 
concocted or formed the scheme him- 
self. If he joined it after it was 
concocted or formed he was equally 
guilty. Counsel submitted that it was 
an indictable affence for Pereone to

parties. . IIe submitted that the evid- 
ence of the sccused himself was also 
evidence for the Crown. He hoped it 
was not in the jury's mind that a man 
who took $1, or a $40 chance in a 
concern like the Watch Club, could be 
cheated ont of bis money. There was 
‘an outstanding liability of $01,000 
when the Watch Club was taken over, 
‘and nothing had been done to reduce jt. 
‘Supposing the accused knew on his 
return from Tientsin that.the affairs of 
























was cecretary. He had|knew that one of the principal debtore 
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was also one of the proprietors, and 
owed money that he would not pay. 
Accused went on- until January 16, 
when he informed another person that 
the Clab was unsound, and could not 
continue without an even greater 
loss, They had heard the accused 
admit that he knew on January 16 
that the affairs of the Watch Clob 
were unsound. What did he do then? 
He asked for his release from Dooley. 
This release could not affect him in any 
way; he had not received release 
from the men who had paid dollars into 
‘the Clab. Accused entered into an 
illegal conspiracy then and there to 
wind up the affairs of the Club. The 
available assets were used to pay 
a claim of Silva 
creditors, without 
considering the interests of the men 
who had subscribed to the Club, Ac- 
cused was present and assisted at the 
drawing on January 18. Counsel, 
therefore, asked his Lords to direct 
the jury ‘to consider carefully whether 
there ‘was conspiracy after accused 
knew that the Watch Clab was un- 
sound, and whether he agreed with 
Black to continue it as though it were 
‘a sound concern. He asked the jury 
to find that even before January 16 
accused knew that the affairs of 
the Watch Club were in s bad way. 
‘The report of Mr. Adams was based 
upon the assumption that there would 
be no more lottery drawings. 

Mr. Phillips interposed to say that 
the evidence was that accused never 
saw the accountant’s report. 

‘The Crown Advocate asked the jury 
to say that Thomas knew the affairs of 
the Clab were unsound before Jannary 
16, and if he knew at any time before 
that date that they were unsound, he 
‘entered into a conspiracy with Black to 
defrand those persons who had shares 
in the Clab.

I have been at pains to go into the 
various propositions made which show 
the stability and financial soundness of 
this scheme ss propounded by the wit- 
ness Black. He tells you that a clab 
starts with forty members, and at the 
‘close of forty weeks those members and 
the others who had taken their places, will 
have disappeared from the Club. Cer- 
tainly the original forty members will 
have gone. Some will have paid $40 and 
will, therefore, be entitled to a watet 
others will have taken watches by dra 
ing a lucky number. Now you will re- 
member that the proposition is that 
‘every week there are forty members in 
the Club before there is a drawing, and, 
therefore, on the receipt of $40 a draw- 
ing takes place anda watch valued at 
$26 is given to the member who wii 
the prize. Therefore, says Black, every 
week there will be a profit of $14. 
Now, gentlemen, that will be perfectly 
true for the first forty weeks, because 








there cannot be more than one man/|thi 


getting watch at any drawing daring 
that time, Therefore at the end of 
forty weeks the Clab will have in hand 
$560, which it has drawn from con- 
tribators. But, taking a ease which is 
certainly as favourable as any to the’ 
owners of the Watch Club, that the! 
men who draw the watches during the 
first forty weeks aro all of them original 
members of the Clab, which is certs 
more favourable than if the original 
members stay in, and assuming for the 
moment, a perfectly fair 
assumption, and one not against tho 
Watch Club, that all the original 
members have dissppeared daring 
the forty weeks. Then, says Black, 
that does not matter ia the least, be- 
cause in the first weck of the second 
forty weeks you still get your $40. 
That is quite true, but certainly one 
watch will matare that week, and 80 on 
all through, so that certainly for every 
week, under the most favourable ciream- 
stances for the Watch Club, one watch 
will be maturing ; one member will have 
paid his $40 aod be entivled to: his 
watch. That might be all right, but 
‘you are going to have a lottery as well, 
‘and it ix impossible to conceive that: 
unless there is manipolation of the 
number that is drawn out, thet number 
will be the one which has matured. 
Therefore the presumption is that on a 
great many days in that second forty 
weeks the Clab will have to provide 
two watches instead of one.

Plaintiff's claim was for an account 
to be taken of the partnership dealings 
between plaintiff and defendant under 
an agreement of partnership dated 
October 5, 1900, and to have the affairs 
of the partnership wound up. 

In the statement of claim, plaintiff 
alleged that in November 1899 he 
purebased the undertaking of the 
Shanghai Brewery, a business which 
formerly belonged to H. D. Patch, 
since deceased, for £1,500, including 
the stock, plant, assets and goodwill. 
In the same month tho plaintiff and 
defendant agreed to become partners 
for the purpose of working the brewery, 
the terms that the profits and 
losses of the said business were to be 
‘equally shared between them ; the whole 
‘of the property of the business other 
than the plant was to belong solely 
to plaintiff, and seventy per cent of the 
plant was to belong to plaintiff and thirty 
per cent to defendant ; an allowance 
of $100 per month was to be paid to de- 
fendant as office expenses ; and defen- 
dant was to be manager of the business 
and his firm was to act as general 
agents thereof. These terms wore sub- 
sequently confirmed by letters which 
passed between the plaintiff and defen- 
dant, dated respectively October 4 aid 5, 
1900, and the said business was carried 
on under this arrangement from tho 
beginning of November 1899 until the 
termination thereof in December 1906, 
when the said business was sold. De- 
fendant, as manager, had sole control 
of the business and kept all the accounts, 
rendering plaintiff accounts of the work-

Cuu Yo-Cuse v. Mrs. A. M. A. 
Evans. 

This was a claim against defendant, 

as administratrix of the estate of J. 
Thomas for a declaration that the plain- 
tiff is entitled, as beneficial owner, to a 
certain lot of land, registered in the 
name of J. Thomas as B.C. Lot 1585, 
and an order for the transfer of same 
into the name of the plaintiff's nominee, 
a8 is owner. 
Mr. N.C. Home appeared for the 
plaintiff ; defendant was represented by 
Mr. H. 8. Oppo. 

Mr. Spe sk ‘asked fe lene He 
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ing from time to time up to and includ- 
ing what porported to be a-fioal 
ment rendered in June 1907. Plaintiff 
had never: admitted the correctness of 
these items on the following grounds : 
the stock handed over by plai to 
defendant, when he purchased ‘id 
brewery, has never been properly sc- 
counted fo e defendant wrongly 
charged plaintiff with the follow- 
ing among other items: sums 
of Tis. 10,478.28; Tis. 2,184.04 
and Tis. 1,270.24; defendant omit- 
ted to debit his accounts with 
the fall and proper value of the 
‘stock consumed in said business, for the 
purpose of arriving at the profits of the 
partnership. Plaintiff further alleged 
that he had repeatedly requested defen- 
dant to furnish satisfactory evidence of 
the stock referred to, and its consump- 
tion, and to render true and proper cor- 
rected accounts, but defendant neglected 
‘and refused to do so. 

In the statement of defence, defe 
dant alleged that the whole of the ba 
ness, other than the plant was to belong 
to plaintiff and defendant in equal 
shares. Plaintiff was consulted in 
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‘ont his full consent and approval 
thronghout the partnership proper and 
correct accounts and balance sheets had 
been furnished. Regarding the first 
two disputed items referred to, defen- 
dant alleged that they had nothing to 
do with the partnership business and 
were barred by the Statute of Limita- 
tions ; the third item was inserted in 
the accounts at the request and by the 
direction of the plaintiff. 

Plaintiff filed further particulars with 
regard to the disputed items. 

Mr. A. 8, P. White-Cooper appeared 
for the plaintiff ; defendant was repre- 
sented by Mr. J. C. Hanson. 

Mr, White-Cooper stated that the 
defendant's evidence had been taken de 
bene ease at interlocutory proceedings. 
The brewery originally belonged to 
Mr. Patch, who bought nearly all his 
materials from the firm of Evans & Co., 
and for whom the firm of Gande & Co. 
acted as selling agents. Mr. Patch 
died in July 1899, and at the time of 
his death he was heavily indebted to 
the firm of Evans & (jo. Shortly 
before his death, in July, 1899) plaintiff 
and defendant had been discussing their 
position, and defendant represented that 
Patch owed him a large sum of money 
—over $13,000—against which he held 
bill of sale on the plant, Patch’s 
obligations to Evans & Co. exceeded 
Tis. 20,000. The parties decided 
that the business was insolvent and 
they had better take it over, keeping 
on Patch as a salaried partner. With 
this end in view a deed of partoer- 
ships was actually engrossed, pro- 
viding that plaintiff and defendant 
should run the business in equal shares. 
Patch died on July 16, and shortly 
afterwards it appeared ‘that Gande 
‘owed Patch money, rather than the 
reverse, and his bill of sale was cai 
celled.’ Consequently plaintiff decided 
not to go any {urther with the proposed 
partnership. Evans” & Co. had a bill 
of sale on the stock, a large quantity 
of which was on the brewery premises, 
while there was also some, on which 
Evans & Co. bad a lien, at wharves. 
Mr. Sampson, administrator of Patch’s 
estate, carried on the — business 
until September, Gande & Co. still 
acting as selling agents for tl 
‘Then, in order to protect his interest, 
Mr. Evans thought that the best thing’ 
he could do would be to buy the 
brewery, as, of conrse its only salva- 
tion was to keep it going. On November 
22, 1899, through Mr. Byrne Hackett, 
































P offered £1,500 for the brewery, 
inclnding plant, stock, raw materials, 
ote, That offer was accepted. Gande & 
Co. continued tn act as sales agents 
for the plaintiff, and eventually, nearly 
= year later, it was agreed that 
they should ran the business in part- 
nership, such partnership to date back 
to November 1899, when plaintiff 
bonght the brewery. The terms of 
partnership were ‘embodied in two 
letters. ‘The profits and losses were to 
to be equally shared ; seventy per cent of 
the plant was to belong to plaintiff and 
thirty per cent to defendant ; and the 
remainder of the property, consisting 
chiefly of stock, the plaintiff contended 
was to remain his sole ‘property. The! 
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main point in this case was the qnes- 
tion of stock. [t wax of a very con- 
siderable value indeed: according to 
plaintiff's case it was agreed to treat it 
as being worth Tls. 21,900. As between 
the partners the Statute of Limitations 
did vot apply. Mr. Byrne Hackett, 
an expert brewer, had gone over the 
stock and prepared a list, with its value, 
which came to over $30,000. His 
figures were entered in a stock book, 
and it was the absence of this book 
which really brought the parties into 
Court. That book had never been 
produced, and plaintiff did not know 
what had become of it. At the end of 
the first year of the partnership a balance 
sheet was rendered, and it was on this 
balance sheet that practically everything 
turned. It was rendered 
tbbreviated form, and. showed ‘a sob- 
stantial profit of something like Tis. 
7,000. Anyone looking at the item o 
Tis, 8,884.85, credited to plaintiff 
would assume that it was capital : it was, 
however, made np of seventy per cent of 
the plant, which was agreed upon as Tls, 
4,788.56, and half the net profits—T| 
3,695.29. Bot there was nothing 
credited to plaintiff for stock. The 
sum of Tis. 21,900 should have been 
credited to plaintiff ax the capital put 
in by him. The sum of Tis. 21,900 
was subject of course to certain lisbili 
ties incurred during the first year of 
partnership. But that sum had vanished 
tirely, credit being given for plant, 
and all the rest being described ax 
profits. Even if the stock were equally 
divided between the partners it should 
have figured on the balance sheet. 
The third year of the partnership there 
was a heavy loss. Then the question 
of stock came ap and Mr. Gijzeman 
was called in and asked to make investi- 
gations. There was another question 
in regard to sum of Tis, 3,743.33 
inserted in the balance sheet ss a 
liability to Gande & Co. It was into 
tem that the question of the Statute 
of Limitations came. If plaintiff's con- 
tention were right this should have 
been a credit of about Tis. 532. Defen- 
dant’s contention was that he had col- 
lected the sum of Tis, 8,386.39 from 
[the proceeds of the sale of beer, and 
jad paid to plaintiff's account the sum 
of Tis. 12,662.52, or more than he had 
received. It was this amount that 
defendant brought into account in arriv- 
ing at the sum of Tis. 3,743.33. But 
the money collected for the sale of beer 
was collected before the partners! 
and the payments made were also prior 
to the partnership. If an initial balance 
sheet had been issued these amounts 
would never have appeared at all. 
Plaintiff said that defendant had made 
himself ont a creditor, when as a inat- 
ter of fact he was a debtor. So the 
question of stock, and of this item of 
Tis. 3,743.33 were the only items of 
importance. Mr. Gande should have 
recovered the money he said was due, 
from Patch’s estate. Mr. Gijzeman 
tried to get to the bottom of the matter, 
but he got to acertain point. and no 
further. He was called in after the third 
balance sheet had been presented, and 
got stuck on the question of the value 
of this stock. " He said that $14,000'or 
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$15,000 should have been credited ty 
plaintiff as capital account ; he could 
not get the definite amount because he 
was unable to obtain the stock book. 
A prospectus was prepared for floating 
the brewery as a joint stock company, 
bat it fell through beans the profits 
did not justify its issue. Balance sheets 
were prepared which were quite correct 
as to figures if the first one was right, 
‘None of the items in subsequent balance 
sheets were questioned at all, but the 
initial omission was never put right. 
The capital had vanished, and overy- 
thing turned on the first. balane= sheet. 
The points at issue were, therefore, really 
limited to these : first ax to the owner- 
ship of the stock ; then as to the value 
of the stock. ‘The final accounts render- 
ery ed showed that plaintiff had to con- 
tribute towards the losses, and he 
objected to this because he had not 








f | been credited with his capital. 


A. M. A. Evans, sworn, stated that 
in July 1899 he was a member of the 
firm of Evans & Co., and hed « partner 
named Turner. At present witnesscarried 
‘on the business himself, firm had 
had relations with the Shanghai Brewery 
since 1898.

Defendant at that period claimed the 
plant and admitted that the stock be- 
longed to witness. Before Mr. Patch 
died be came and asked witness to 
advance more money ; witness said that 
he could not, so Mr. Patch went to see 
defendant. He came to see witness 
again, stated that the bill of sale was 
a mistake and told witness re did not 
owe Mr. Gande a cent. ee 
showed witness the books, conta ing: 
balance due to him of $14,000. Patch 
committed suicide shortly afterwards. 
(Witness identified proposed deed 
of partnership between himself, Gande 
and Patch. Patch was to have @ 
third share and $100 a month.) After 
Patch’s death Mr. Sampson said that 
he had a claim on the estate on behalf 
of relatives for money lent to Patch. 
He: had no evidence of them except 
letters from the relations but be eaid 
he kuew that they were correct.

For the third balance sheet 
witness refused to accept Mr. Leake’s 
certificate, as he wanted an independent 
investigation correct. Mr. Leake had 
been appointed official trastee of Patch's 
estate by the Court after the sale of the 
brewery. Wtness arranged that Mr. 
Gijzeman,an accountant in the employ-

‘According to the accounts Gande 
was a heavy loser on the brewery. If 
the sccounts were made up properly, 
witness thought that he would receive 
‘Tis.

‘Hugo Gijzeman, sworn, stated that 
he was accountant and he attended at 
the request of the Netherlands Consul. 
Witness met plaintiff, who asked him 
to undertake an investigation of the 
accounts of the brewery.

by Gande also. There had 
formerly been profits and latterly losses 
and plaintiff wanted witness to 
ascertain where the losses originated. 
‘The books were at Gande’s office ; they 
were brought over to plaintiff's office or 
private residence, ‘This was about 
1904. Witness was unable to make 
out a full statement of accounts, 
because there were no proper brewery 
returns, and no stock book. He got 
some brewery returns which were 
incorrect, bat he did not get the stock 
book.

The claim endorsed on the writ in 
this action was for the return of certain 
goods valued at Tls. 500 and for Tis. 
1,000 damages for trespass and for 
wrongful detention of the said goods. 

r. L. E. P. Jones represented the 
plaintiff and Mr. J. C. E. Douglas 
appeared for the defence. 

‘Mr. Jones said that no plesdings 
bad been filed in this action. The 
goods referred to in the endorsement of 
‘the writ had all been returned to the 
plaintiff since the commencement of the 











faction, with the exception of certain 
jacdlis meeutiootd in the pernibilars Uf 
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special damage that had been 
fled. Mr. Fleming had formerly oc 
cupied a room, ss a bedroom, and a 
bathroom in a flat at No. 9 Hankow 
Road and in the room he had certain 
furniture and personal effects which 
were his own property. He took the 
room from Mr. Clarke, who had leased 
the flat trom Atkinson and Dallas. 
Mr. Fleming had had no relations with 
Atkinson and Dallas prior to the 
this time when the incidents relating 
to action took place. He paid the 
rent of his room and bathroom to 
Mr. Clarke up to November 30. To~ 
wards the end of that month, in con- 
sequence of an interview with one of 
Atkinson and Dallas's representatives, 
and of a letter from Atkinson and 
Dallas stating that Mr. Clarke was in 
arrear with his rent and threatening to 
distrain on the goods in Mr. Fleming’s 
room, Mr. Fleming called upon Messrs. 
Atkinson and Defias and by the pro- 
duction of receipts, etc., demonstrated 
that the goods in his room were his own 
property, and stated that he was going 
to remove them at the end of the month, 
On November 29 he commenced to re- 
move his goods but one of Atkinson and 
Dallas's assistants come to the pre- 
mises, accompanied by a policema: 
and prevented him from moving hi 
furniture and effects. At that time 
Atkinson and Dallas had obtained no 
authority and had no authorized bailiff; 
the seizure was therefore unlawful. 
They were informed that legal proceed- 
ings would be taken against them. 
Next day they obtained the appoint- 
ment of a bailiff. On December 2 a 
writ was served upon them as well as a 
declaration under the Lodgers’ Goods 
Protection Act, and the plaintiff's goods 
were then returned to him, the 
exception of the goods mentioned in the 
pertealare of special damage. 

Mr. Jones then called Arthur Loftus 
Fleming, who stated that he was the 
occupant of @ room and bathroom at 

9 Hankow Road, in November, 
1907. He rented these rooms from a 
man named Clarke. The rooms were 
‘empty when witness took them and he 
pat his own furniture in. About the end 
of October he paid Clarke the rent for 
the months of October and November 
(receipt produced) as Clarke said he 
was short of money and was going 

On November 27 one of 
‘Atkinson and Dallas's employees— 
Mr. Haimovitch—met witness and 
asked him if had any knowledge of 
Clarke's whereabouts, and witness 
replied he had not. The same day 
witness wrote to Messrs. Atkinson and 
Dallas (letter produced) saying that he 
intended to vacate the rooms at the 
end of that month and ‘asking with 
whom he should leave the key. In 
reply he received a letter (produced), 
stating that unless the rent and 
water rate for November were paid, 
® distress would be levied on all 
the furniture on the premises, 
including that claimed by witness. 
Witness then consulted his lawyers, 
who told him he would be justified in 
removing his farnitare, and he proceed- 
ed to do so, Atkinson and Dallas gent 
‘2, Heimvyitch* road to prevent this 
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goods being removed. Mr. Haimositch 
prodaced no authority whaterer. He 
called in a constable from the Central 
Police Station, ordered witness off the 
premises, and. padlocked the doors of 

Witness could not get into 
his room again until December 2 or 3. 
The room was locked up about 5 p.m. 
on. November 29. Witness slept at 
the Palace Hotel that night and stayed 
there three days. (Bill produced.) He 
sent a document to Atkinson and Dallas 
on December 2 claiming his goods. 
On November 29 Mr. Haimovitch 
went round to witness's firm (Messrs. 
W. T. Garnett & Co., Li.) and told 
them not to hand over to witness any 
of bis goods that had been removed to 
their godown until they got instructions: 
from Atkinson and Dallas to do so. 
Witness was not able to get any of the 
goods which had been detained until 
after he had ‘Sent Atkinson and 
Dallas the notice of December 2. 
Then they told him to take away his

He had 
tigned a lease and knew its conditions, 
He believed that it contained a condition 
against sub-letting and a clanso for the 
Inndlonts to peaceably re-enter in case 
of non-payment of reat, When remov- 
ing his furnitare on November 29, 
he did not attempt to remove a side- 
board belonging to Clarke, Before 
legal proceedings were probable, he had 
intended to take away the sideboard 
becatise he had lent Clarke the money to 
buy it, but on November 27, when he 
received the letter from Atkinson and 
Dallas claiming the furnitare, he decid- 
ed to take away only the articles of 
farnitare for which he had receipts to 
prove his ownership. He removed his 
furniture himself on December 3 and 
there was a bailiff present. He then 
discovered that the sins, razors and 
dark slides were missing, ‘as wore 
the contenta of a bottle of ‘whisky and 
aboat half of the soda-water which he 
hhad left in the room.

SUDOEMENT. 


His Lordship said—The material 
facts of this case are that Messrs, At- 
kinson and Dallas leased the fiat in 
question to » Mr. Clarke.

remove his own property when he was 
stopped by Mr. Heimovitch, an agent 
of Messrs. Atkinson and Dalles, and 
a a polie constable whom Mr. Haimovitoh 

had telephoned. for. prevented 
his removing so much rk tear as 
remained in his room and looked them 
up. Now in otder to show that this 
‘was not a trespass on the goods of Mr. 
Fleming, Atkinson and Dallas must show 
legal authority. ‘The ooly legal anthor- 
ity that they appear to fave would be 
right to distrain ; bat the exercise of 
right has always been considered 
inadmiseable in the conditions in which 
his Majesty’s subjects live in this coun- 
try, because the exercise of force by « 
private subject is so likely to lead to a 
breach of the peace; and the right ~f 
distress iv now regulated by Art, 10« 
the Order in Council which came ints 
effect on September 5 last. and which I 
interpret to override the Common Law, 
‘so that no landlord ean distrain at 
all except by mesns of a bailiff appointed 
the Conrt, It seems then that 
Atkinson and Dalles, by preventing 
Mr. Fleming from exereising bis right 
of ownership over his property from the 
29th November when they took posses- 
sion until the 30th when the bailiff was 
appointed, were and the 
only question is what damage did Flem- 
ing suffer by reason of the trespass. 
In regard to general damages if Messrs. 
Atkinson and Dallas bad been ove: - 
bearing or careless, whether they wero 
in the right or wrong, I should «ard 
exemplary damages, bat they seem to 
me to have bebsved in » reasonable 
manner, They quite rightly pat it on 
Mr. Fleming to show that auy goods 
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property. I put general damages 
‘at the nominal sum of $10. In 
regard to special damage Mr. Flem- 
ing has sworn that Atkinson and 
Dallas seized and failed to deliver $61 
worth of shirts, razors, etc. This 
amount I allow becanse I hold Atkin- 
zon and Dallas to have been in wrong- 
fal possession until the appointment by 
the Wourt of a bailiff. The plaintiff 
showed no reason why his hotel bill 
should be paid by the defendant. 

Mr. Douglas—Will your Lordship 
rule with regard to my clients’ right of 
re-entry ? 

His Lordship—That has nothing to 
do with the case. The only question is 
trespass on the plaintiff's goods. The 
result is jadgement for plaintiff for $71 
and costs which I assess at $50, the 
plaintiff to pay bis own Court fees as I 
think Tis. 1,000 an unreasonable claim 
under the circumstances.

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MR. WINSTON 
CHURCHILL'S 


TRAVELS. 
February 28. 

From his journeys in the Pro- 
tectorates of East Africa Mr. 
Winston Churchill has come back 
in a spirit of sane imperialism upon 
which all but the extreme body of 
Little Englanders may be ready to 
‘congratulate him, and themselves. 
For, as our London correspondent 
recently pointed out, there is 
member of the present Admini 
stration who occupies a more 
conspicuous position in the public 
eye than the Under-Secretary for 
the Colonies ; and upon this pro- 
minence, no less than upon the 
undoubted ability and strong 
nervous energy which mark the 
Churchill family, depends his 
influence in the counsels of the 
nation. It was, perhaps, not to be 
sup that the man’ who had 
travelled widely throughout India 
and the whole African continent, 
and with exceptional opportunities 
of studying closely the regions 
which he touched, should take a 
narrow or petty view of his duties 
at the Colonial Office. Even the 
political somersault which Mr. 
Churchill achieved when, to use his 
own phrase, (without consideration 
for its possible inaccuracy) he was 
“driven out of the Conservative 
party” would hardly justify so 
mean a view of his judgement. 
The chief fear was that he might 
be overwhelmed by rival or superior 
opinions in the Cabinet, of which 
he still is not a member ; or by 
the weight of the many and diverse 
elements in the Liberal Purty 
which are at least united in their 
whole-hearted devotion to the 
village pump. But two years in 
office have shown clearly that if the 
popular estimate of Mr. Churchill 
as the real Colonial Secretary, and 
not Lord Elgin, is excessive, the 
Under-Secretary has no idea of not 
letting his voice be heard. When, 
in addition to these considerations, 
we find Mr. Churchill making such 
a speech as that which he delivered 
before the National Liberal Club 
on his return from East Africa, 











| we may feel that the Colonies will 


overlook his occasional errors in 
tact so long as he continues to 
show the same appreciation vf their 
necessities. 

East Africa indeed has enchanted 
Mr. Winston Churchill. Never 
had he seen countries so fertile and 
beautiful outside Europe. In visit- 
ing Uganda he had found a country 
which, from end to end, was a 
garden; and “he could not doubt 
that that extraordinary system of 








0 | lakes and waterways which was to 


be seen on the map of Africa must 
one day, as a centre of tropical 
production, play a most important! 
part in the economic development of 
the whole world.” On the reverse 
of this fair picture we have to 
reckon with savage beasts, which, 
unhappily it may well be thought, 
are growing scarcer cvery year, 
with noxious insects and dread dis- 
ease. To argue from this that “ it 
would be a mistake to attempt by 
official means to augment emigra- 
tion to these countries ” is, perhaps, 
to diyagate upon considerations in 
which there is no general call for 
the assistance either of Mr. 
Churchill or of the Colonial Office. 
The peculiar virtue of British 
colonization is to expand i 

to its own requirements r 
effort on the part of Government 
to direct a stream of emigration into 
a particular channel will be apt to 
defeat its own object by thwarting 
the fall play of individualism. On 
the other hand there will be every 
agreement with Mr. Churchill's ax- 
iom that the development of the coun- 
try should be persevered in without 
flagging, and that there must be no 
stint of capital expended, especially 
on essential communications. Dur- 
ing the last four years the revenue 
of the East Africa Protectorate has 
more than trebled itself, while that 
of Uganda has increased by over 50 
per cent. In both cases the grants 
in aid have been able to show a 
corresponding decrease; but it is 
obvious, as Mr. Churchill pointed 
out, that the date at which the 
Protectorates will have become 
entirely self-supporting must depend 
on there being no undue reduction 
in the Home Government's genero-| 





sities. Of the security of the 
speculation Mr, Churchill has no 
doubt. Cotton, rabber, fibre, hemp 
and many other commodities may 
be looked for from the Protector- 
ates of East und West Africa in an 
increasing stream: and here the 
traveller has seen the ultimate re- 
lief of the Lancashire cotton trade 
from the anxieties to which it is 

limitations 
in the supply of raw material. In- 
cidentally Mr. Chnrehill believes 
that East Africa may offer a field 
for the surplus labour of India to 
the relief of the Asiatic question in 
the Transvaal; and of the condition 
of native tribes in the Protectorates 
he declares that ‘“it would be an 
evil day for them if they were hand- 
ed over from the careful and disi 
terested control of British Imperial 
officials to the hard self-interest of 
some small local community.” 
Those words may be commended to 
the attention of sentimentalists as 
bearing on other regions besides 
East Africa. 

The statesmanlike natare of the 
opinions which Mr. Winston 
Churchill has gleaned from his tour 
goes fur to contradict those adverse 
criticisms which were directed at 
the tour before he left England. 
But even if the results had been 
different, it may be thought that 
the criticism was at least premature. 
At the very worst the travels of 
a Colonial Minister would lead to 
the avoidance of such mistakes as 
the injunctions once issued to the 
Advocate-General of Mauritius to 
hold a court twice a week in the 
Seychelles, which are more than 
900 miles north of Mauritius ; and 
to the British chaplain in Port 
Elizabeth to hold afternoon services 
‘in Durban,—two pieces of official 
ignorance which are still pre- 
served, we believe, among the 
Colonial Office archives. If pre- 
cedent for the tour were need- 
ed, it could be found in the 
voyages of Mr. Chamberlain to 
South Africa and of Herr von 
Dernburg to German East Africa. 
But since there is no objection 
among the shareholders of a com- 
pany that the directors should 
spend money in making them- 
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selves personally acquainted with 
the local conditions of a terri- 
tory which the association has 
Leen formed to exploit, it i 
unreasonable to object to similar 
vutlay on the instruction of Ministers 
of the Empire. It has been re- 
rgnized that a certain continuity 
vf action must be maintained in the 
control of the Foreign Office with- 
out respect for any change at West- 
minister. The same continuity is 
hecoming increasingly needful in 
the control of the Colonial Office. 
Tn this connexion, suggestions have 
heen put forward for the formation 
of @ permanent advisory council to 
be composed of great civil servants 
of the Crown compulsorily retired 
from active work by the needs of 
\.e service while yet in the prime: 
of life. This suggestion was mad 
with particular reference to Indi 
But there is no reason why it might, 
not be equally beneficial in colonial 
administration ; and when we re- 
flect on the anomaly of two such 
men as Lord Milner and Lord 
Curzon being left without any 
employment beyond what they may 
chance to pick.up in. the debates of 
the Upper Chamber, it must be 
felt that the scheme has much to 
recommend it. The argument. 
against such advisory Councils is 
that they would tend to the pro- 
‘luction of pedantry and red tape ; 
and certainly both ‘in warfare and 
in business it isan axiom that the 
thoughts of one man are better 
than the thoughts of a coalition. 
Tt is an obvious condition that the 
one man must have learnt how to 
think. For this reason we should be 
sslad to see such ajourney as Mr. 
Churchill’s become a regular feature 
inthe service of every Colonial 
Minister ; in order that neither the 
‘nen at headquarters nor the men on 
the frontier may be blinded by 
local and transitory things to the 
perception of what is broad and 
enduring.

Mr. Alden 
was s humorous writer of no mean 
order, and his wit was touched 
with ‘shrewd insight into life and a 
Kkindliness of natare which those who 
made his acquaintance _personally 
found to be a tre reflexion of 
the man himself. He had been 
writing for many years before he 
became 


known to the English public; 
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twenty as a New York journalist he 
was appointed Consul-General in Rome 
by President Cleveland—another in- 
stance of the American habit of re- 
cognizing literary talent by diplomatic 
appointients—and it was subsequently 
to this employment that he began to con- 
tribute to London journals. The num 
ous books which Mr, Alden published 
in America were probably never very | pa 
well known i in England. On the other 
ife's Little Worries which he 
Pearson's Magazine” attain- 
ed quick success, and his name on an 
Article was always a sure indication of 
something that would be worth reading. 
for its dry wit—never of the uproarious 
kind but wonderfally stimulating— 
unobtrusive wisdom. For several 
before his death Mr. Alden was living’ 
quietly ina London suburb, a tall old 
man with smooth white hair and mous- 
tache, wrinkled rosy face and bright blue 
eyes, beloved of every child he met 
his daily walks and owning many friends 
amon;

Club's inglorious existence at a time 
when the community would fain be rid 
of it altogether. In spite of the 
strictures upon the whole busi- 
ness of the Club by Majesty's 
Judge, who, it may be pointed out, 
merely confirmed the verdict of Ameri- 
an tribunals on the same subject, it has 
been announced (with what authority 
jis not known, but the statement has 
noi been denied) that the Club is to be 
wound up by Mr. H. J. Black by per- 
mission from the United States Con- 
sulate-General. We have, therefore, 
the following anomalous state of affairs : 
—an admitted lottery denonnced by the 
Jndge of His Majesty’s Supreme Court 
as “a rotten and fraudulent concern 
Municipal by-law prohibiting lotteries 
except under special licence ; permis- 
sion (2) given by the United States 
Consulate-General to re-open in the 
Settlement the very Watch Lottery 
that has been denounced locally and 
is debarred from the United States 
and its dependencies.

In. his 
statement to the Court Captain Manger 
declared that the wreck was due to an 
‘error in an official book, which indicat- 
‘ed that the currents turned in the China 
seas after the fashion of the hands of 
a watch. But it had been demonstrat- 
ed that this was absolutely incorrcet.

Tar lecturer at Wednesday night's 
meeting of the Union Church Liter- 
ary and Social Guild was Mr.

who if they chose might by sheer weight 
‘of numbers drive their rulers into the 
sea. Still they kept quiet under that 
government because they knew that 
they would have absolute justice, For 
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England to give up India was a 
mad scheme, was simply a crime. It 
would simply mean the handing 


over of these people to the first 
man who could swoop down upon them 
with horde of armed depredators who. 
would destroy them. Dealing with the 
talk of trouble in India Mr. Pope pointed

For upwards of twenty years th 
hospital in the centre of the town has 
been the scene of patient labours on the 
part of successive doctors, and the 
practice has continued to grow. How 
far early prejudice has been eon- 
quered is illustrated by the fact that 
last year saw something like 9,000 
patients treated, while 386 operations of 
a more or less important character were

The fares, however, are un- 
reasonably high. At present’ it must 
be hard to wake the line pay, for at the 
large town of Ku fou, which forms 
the northern terminus, most of the 
lots either are not yet built on or are still 
in the builders’ hands, and the steamers 
which are to start from there for Canton 
and Hongkong are not yet in existence. 
The work is, however, carried ont 
with thoronghness, and in a few years 
it will no doubt be one of the great 
ports of the province.

Mrs. Asquith, the wife of the 
Ghnncellor of the Exch ner, is under- 
stood to hold political of ber own 
which do not quite coincide with those 
of her hasband; and Mrs. Herbert 
Gladstone, who with her husband oc- 
‘cupies the Chancellor of the Exchequer's ‘8 
official residence, is slowly recovering 
from an operation for appendicitis. The 
ramour that Mr, Gladstone was to be 
shelved to the Lords proves, as I ex- 
pected, to be quite unfonnded, Sir 
Lawson Walton’s death having occa- 
sioned no changes beyond the promotion 
of Sir W. S. Robson to be Attorney- 
General and the appointment of Mr. 
8. T. Evans to be Solicitor-General. 
Mr. Evans, in addition to being an able 
lawyer, is @ very popalar M.P., and the 
appointment has given general satisfac 
tion. Probably, however, Mr. Rufas 
Tsanes would have been preferred to him, 
if Reading had been a safer seat. The 
Opposition, by the way, are still to suffer 
from the absence of Mr. Chamberlain. 
To spite of the frequent announcements 
that he would very soon resume his 
place in politics, it is now definitely nc- 
knowledged that Parliament will not see 
him this session.

THE DOOM OF CRORBY HALL. 


Crosby Hall, the palatial home of 
‘one of the earliest of London's City 
Magistrates, the scene of political 
‘events over which Shakespeare has shed 
18 lustre, is rapidly being razed to the 
ground, to make way for the new 
‘London offices of the Chartered Bank 
of India, Australia and China. A last 
appeal to the First Commission of 
Works that the Government should find 
the money to save it, failed, Mr. Lewis 
Harcourt expressing the view that it is 
rather a City than a National Memorial. 
It is really both ; but Mr. Harconrt was 
so far right that it is a relic of its glorious 
past that the City of London should 
itself have saved instead of appealing to 
the Imperial Government. Apart from 
its churches, the City of London has 
not a single other ancient building of 
one-fifteenth part of the historic or 
artistic interest of Crosby Hall ; and it 
ia certainly not to the credit of the 
richest city in the world that it should 
have consented to this act of vandalism. 
If we had had « Radical instead of a 
‘Tory Council for the County of London 
the hall would probably have been 
saved, ifor it is a remarkable fact the 
average Radical has a far greater 
veneration for and interest in the relics 
of the past than the average Tory. 

THR TRANSVAAL INDIANS. 

‘There is happily a strong probabi 
that within the next few days the 
trouble over the Transvaal Indians will 
be at anend. What the nature of the 
compromise is I do not know ; but I do 
know on excellent authority that the 
Home Government has brought very 
strong pressure on the Government of 
the Transvaal to make # conces- 
sion in the matter. Mr. H. Cox, 
the very independent Liberal member 
for Preston, who has championed 
the cause of the native Indians through 
thick and thin, has given notice of an 
amendment to the address censuring 
the Government for having failed to 
employ the authority of the Crown for 
the protection of His Majesty's Indian 

jects ; but it has been purposely pat 
late stage in the debates in 
the hope that in the meantime the mat- 
ter will have been settled. Evidently 
the Government has become alarmed st 
the strength of feeling in this country 
‘on the matter, and at the effect it will 
have in India, It is certainly pity 
that the influence which promises to 
have its effect now was not exerted upon 
General Botha’s Government before the 
Royal assent.

Sea dyke—4,082 square yards of 
zinkstuks were sank in the bottom layer 
of the sea dyke, making 5,193 square 
yards in all since the start, the bottom 
layer now extending to 577 yards from 

ye shore; 837 square yards of fascine 
mattrasses were placed at low tide on 
the layer of zinkstuks to ni 
yards from the shore ; 300 eightecn- 
foot piles were driven through the fas- 
cine work and 135 of fifteen feet ; be- 
sides solidifying the fascine work with 
mud and clay s quantity of earth was 
deposited along the inside of the sea 
dyke thas far raised. : 

Fort jetty—A start was made in 
December by sinking one zinkstuk of 
330 square yards in the sccond section 
near the sea dyke preparative work. A 
site for the construction of zinkstuks 
‘was formed in the space to be reclaimed, 
by dumping at high tide soil dredged 
from junk channel and sand and gravel 
from elsewhere. A plot of land near 
Woosung fort was bought by the con- 
tractors for obtaining earth and clay to 
make a roadway along the sea dyke to’ 
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the jetty work and thence to the Fort 
railway station. A light rail track, for 
which the plant has already arrived, will 
be Inid on the roadway. Dwellings and 
sheds are being erected as quarters for 
the contractors’ foremen and workmen. 
The plant in use for this work at the 
fend of the quarter consisted of six big 
pontoons, two small pontoons, four 
‘anchor boats, one row boat, one tag 
oat, one pile driver, and the labour 
employed of two Dutch superintendents, 
nine Dutch expert sinkworkers, one 
Ningpo fascine foreman, twenty Ningpo 
fascine workmen, six carpenters, five 
head coolies, 131 coolies.

THREE PIRATES BEHEADED. 

Three men, recently arrested on 
suspicion by the local Chinese gendar- 
meric near the west gate of the 
Native City, when brought ‘before the 
authorities acknowledged that they had 
been part of the band which attacked 
the steam launches during the latter 
part of January Inst near Sungkiang. 
In consequence of this the men 
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were sent on to Soochow for 
final trial; and evidence being strongly 
against them they were beheaded the 
next day by orders of H. E. Jui Ching! 
our former Taotai, now Provincial 
Treasurer at Soochow. ‘The names of 
the threo pies mere Wei Ting-hsiang, 
Li Kuei-ting and Ts'ai Wén-ch'ing, 
and in their place of concealment near 
the west gate the gendarmes found two 
rifles and about 1,000 cartridges in 
addition to gold and silver jewellery and 
some money. 
UNDER THE DRAGON FLAG. 

A dispatch from Kirin states that 
the Sab-Prefect of Saifén (Kirio 
province) has reported to Governor Chi 
Chis-pao that he has received a joint 
petition from 334 Koreans asking 
to be naturalized as Chineso subjects.

THE OHEKIANG RAILWAY LOAN. 

It is reported that the dispute over 
the loan for the Soochow-Hangchow- 
Ningpo Railway is about to be settled. 
‘The proposal, that during the period of 
construction the railway accounts should 
be open at any time to an inspector 
‘appointed by the British and Chinese 
Corporation, is reported to have been 
withdrawn. 


AN OLD SINECURE ABOLISHED.

A PROJECTED FOREIGN LOAN, 

H.E. Shéog Ynn, Viceroy of the 
Shén-Kan provinces, intends to con- 
tract a bridge over the Yellow River 
in the vicinity of Lanchou (provincial 
capital of Kansu), in order to make 
the districts in that part of the province 
accessible to one another.

PIRACIES ON THR HUANGPU, 
Viceroy Tuan Fang, telegraphs to 
the Waiwopu that, in view of the recent 
Piratical attack on Chinese and Japanese 
steamboats on the Husngpu river, and 


of the large number of Chinese bad| 
characters who use the foreiga conces- 
sions as their best hiding places, he 
requests that the representatives of the 
Powers in Peking should be consulted 
about the issue of permits or warrants 
for Chinese officials and constables to 
enter the foreign concessions without 
previous application to the foreign Con-| 
suls st Shanghai. It generally takes 
one or two days, says his Excellency, to 
get such warrants signed and stamped, 
and thus the men who are wanted 
can escape before the constables arriv 
If the proposal be accepted the 
Viceroy engages to instruct the Shang- 
hai Taotai that only the most trust- 








"| worthy officers shall be permitted to 


use such warrants. It is to be feared 
that in making this request, the Vice- 
roy had his eye rather on political, 
than criminal refugees. Certainly the 
Chinese residents in the concessions who 
have been protected hitherto from 
illegal arrest by the officials of their 
‘own country will not thank the foreign 
‘authorities if they give way to the 
Viceroy’s proposal. 

‘THE COMMAND OF THE YANOTZE.

NEW

Some prominent military men are 
dissatisfied with the way in which the 
trial is conducted and especially with 
the manner in which the court permit 
diseppointed and embittered officers to 
make the gravest reflections on their 
former superiors. The other day an 
officer who had evidently some grudge 
against Smirnoff declared that he bad 
never once seen that General anywhere 
near the fighting, and that Smirnoff 
had conducted himself throughout the 
siege as if he bad been a traitor.

court, and saying that his witnesses 
are hardly allowed to This 
telegram was sent by the Tsar to the 
Minister for War, who bas handed it to 
the President of the Court with a 
request for an explanation, A further 
ramour (also given by the “Bourse 
Gazette") bas it that at the meetings of 
the commission of the Military Council 
the question of bringing Kuropatkin 
himself to trial on the basis of the 
evidence given against him during the 
course of the Stosssel trial has been 
seriously mooted. 

THE JAPANESE IN POSSESSION. 

On January 22 Colonel Versheening, 
the civil Governor of Port Arthar, 
presented an unfavourable picture of 
the treatment the Japanese accorded 
the civilians, After entering the town 
the conquerors closed the bazaars and 
eating-houses and forbade the Chinese 
in the Russian service to speak Rus- 
sian, “Fifteen times a day,” added 
Colonel Vershesning, “Japanese police- 
men visited us and insisted on our 
making haste to go a As no 
means bad been furnished us, however, 
for carrying of our belongings, we bad 
to abandon them. To leave somebody in 
charge of them was oat of the question, 

the Japanese refused to promise 
that anybody whom we left behind 
would not ‘be himself expelled. We 
asked the foreign firms to help us out 
of our difficulties by taking charge of 
our goods, bat the Japanese gave these 
firms to understand that they, the Ja- 
panese, would not regard such condact 
‘on their part ss a friendly act ; in con- 
sequence of which every firm refused 
our request.” “Imyself," added the 
Volonel, “left the town with no more 
baggage than I should take with me if 
I were going for a walk in the street. 
What happened to my belongings I do 
not know.” 

This witness, who is hostile to 
Stoessel, said that the ex-governor 
neglected to make arrangements with 
the Japanese with regard to the women 
‘and children, so that on January 6 
more than « hundred wives and children 














of soldiers came to Versheening’s house 


to complain that the Japanese had 


driven them out of the quarters which 
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they occupied in the barracks and that 
they did not know where to go or what 
todo. The wives of the officers were 
in no better cor mn. ersheening 
quoted a Mr. Tsimmerman, a Port 
Arthur merchant, as saying that 
several days before the surrender 
Colonel Savitsky was searching in the 
14th regiment for carpenters to make 
ing-cases for the Governor's goods, 
‘and that the soldiers were naturally led 
by this circumstance to speculate 
that something was going to happen.

Finally Stoessel’s celebrated cows 
have come into court—metaphorically 
speaking of course. Stoessel wanted to 
sell them to Tsimmerman, but as 
he wanted 800 roubles for them, 
Teimmerman refused to buy. Meao- 
another court Mrs. Rootsky, 
low who left Port Arthur on 
the death of he- husband, » captain 
in the army, ix now bringing an 
action against Stoessel for the recovery 
of 2,000 roubles, the value of two cows, 
the property of Rootsky, but given by 
that lady to tie Port Arthur hospital, 
from which they were taken by Madame 
Stoossel, a week after Mrs. Rootsky's 
departure, and their milk sold at the 
rate of one rouble abottle.

J. W. Gande, sworn, said he had been 
in Shanghai for twenty-eight years and 
in business on his own account for fifteen 
years.

Brewery. The profits were to be equally 
divided. Witness was to manage the 
business and receive $100 & month to 
pay shroffage and office expenses. 
‘Witness kept the books. Balance sheets

Plaintiff 
never made any objection to the ac- 
counts except in 1902 or 1903, but 
witness could not make oat what he 
wanted to get at. All vouchers and 
accounts were handed to him. No 
objections were made to the accounts.

+ It was impossible to start new accounts, 
because Patch’s estate was not setiled 
up till about fifteen months after his 
death. Witness told Evs e could: 
send over to his office and take copies’ 
of the previous accounts. .He was 
prepared to show everything. The 
only time he refused to show the 
accounts was when Mr. Leake was 
auditing them. 

Mr. Hanson explained that he was 
‘unable to call Mr. Leake, as the latter 
wasat home, This was an unusual case, 
and there were few people in Shai 
‘who would venture to bring a case like it 
except Mr. Evans. It was one of the 
kind ofcases that Mr. Evans revelled 
in, and it was allthe more enjoyable to 
him, because he knew that Mr. Gande 
would not be here after he had given his: 
evidence, and that he (plaintiff) was 
free to say what he liked. The terms 
of the partnership between the parties 
were in writing.

The copy of 
Gande’s journal entries meant absolutely 
nothing. All it said was that Tis.

Evans & Co. Plaintiff had got to 
prove that defendant had agreed that 
this amount should be regarded as 
capital. Counsel submitted that the 
first balance sheet was prepared because 
defendant wanted to have his position 
in the partnership defined. Mr. Evans 
was a shrewd man of business, and 
certainly ought to have had plenty of 
experience, judging from the number 
of times he had been in Court. Counsel 
submitted that defendant's letter of 
January 2, 1901 was a definite arrange- 
ment between the partners as to how 
the capital should be dealt with.

PIECE-GOODS. 


From Messrs. Insert & Co,’s weekly Report, dated 
Shanghai, February 27, 1908. 


A moderate amountof business has been done 
during the week principally in grey and white shirtings, 
and also in various kinds of dyed goods ; sellers are 
realizing the latter as opportunity offers, apparently 
having come to the conelnsion that material advances 
are not likely to be forthcoming in the near future. The 
most satisfactory markets have been the River Ports 
and Ningpo ; trade with Chefoo and Tsingtao has been 

quieter after the greater activity of last week ; Korea 

is also waiting for reports on recent shipments, but 
the disappointing feature is the absence of demand from 

Tientsin, Nowchwang and Manchuria generally. The 

harvest last year in the last-pamed province was 

excellent, railway developement has been vigorously 
prosecuted in the region for which Dalny, or Dairen as 
it as now called, is the port of entry ; it is estimated 
that plant to the value of over £3,000,000 was 
landed there in the latter half of last year, but the trade 
both in foreign imports and native manufactures is dull 
and dragging. Under present conditions no permanent 
improvement can be looked for, and when this is realized 
in the producing centres which have been relying 
expansion of trade upon fair competition in this important 
market there will be keen disappointment. 

American cotton has been weak latterly although 
anything over 6d. per Ib. must be looked npon as a high 
standard ; Egyptain is also declining but even now ix 
relatively dear in comparison with American, judged by 
the standard of former years. Local cotton remains 
steady ; shipments to Japan since September already 
exceed the total export of last season.

These increased rates are, however, barely sufficient to maintain the total under thix heading at so 
high a figure as last year's. A further decline in receipts from opium houses is inevitable if the present 
tendency to discourage the use of the drug thronghont the country is maintained ; the revenue from these 
establishments during 1907 has been between six and seven per cent lower than that of the preceding year, 
and it has been assumed that the fall will continue. ‘The now imminent opening of the tramway cannot fail 
to influence the number of public rieshas, and the estimate makes adequate allowance. 

Rent of Municipal Properties, Tle. 38,100.—The Market receipts are inserted in detail, and this item 
is otherwise self-explanatory. 

Contributions from Public Companies, Ts, 28,000.—Those of the Waterworks and Gas Companies 
follow the system laid down last year, the latter being now more exactly estimated. No final arrangement 
hhas been concluded with the Telephone Company bat it is agreed that the dividend on the Council's shares, 
whatever be the date of issue, shall be calculated from April 1, 1907, and the figure given is on this basis. 
‘The Tramway royalty is necessarily of an indefinite character. Correspondence with the Company has 
disclosed the fact that their gross income is expected to be between $1,500 and $2,000 per diem, it in 
therefore considered reasonable to suppose that the receipts from the royalty will aggregate Tls. 15,000 
during the year.

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ORDINARY EXPENDITURE. 


Police Tls.713,893.—The Police estimate, inclusive of expenditure on the Gaol which ia now 
officially re-incorporated in the Police Department whereof it is a component part, is more than double that 
submitted for public sanction three year ago. Such is the upshot of the riot of 1905, of the abortive attempt 
to raise an Indian Force of a thousand men, and of the incidents which led to the formation of the Police 
Enquiry Committee. The comparative figures showing the proposed constitution of the Force are not 
without interest, and should go some way towards restoring that fecling of security and confidence in its “first 


line of defence" which the Comunity formerly possessed, but which during the period intervening was so 
severely shaken,

Specific comment on the estimate is superfluous, in view of the details given. ‘The Chinese Branch of 

the Force will be considerably reorganised during the year, their numbers increased and their pay placed upon 
igher basis. ‘The Watch Committee is of opinion that the right class of native has not been recraited for 

some time past, and it ix hoped to make radical changes in this respect early in th 

lump sum of Tls, 10,000 has been inserted under the general heading ** Pay. 

In the consideration of this estimate it will be observed that allowance is made for the fact that the 
augmentation of the Force will be proceeding throughout the year, and that the figures for 1909, even if no 
farther expansion is found necessary, will be materially higher than those now ander consideration ; in fact it 
may safely be predicted that the cost of the Force for next year will not fall far short of Tle. 900,000. 

To commenting upon the Captain-Superintendent’s ‘estimates the Watch Committee was actuated by 
consideration of the clear demand of the Ratepayers for an enlarged Force. In the members’ opinion the 
Community expects and is ‘prepared to pay for this additional security, and their views are shared by the 
Conneil that the proposals ot the Captain-Superintendent should be adopted without criticism or curtailment.

and Markets Branches have ceased ax separate organisations and are amalgamated under the general heading 

i the foar Municipal Hospitals are grouped together under one heading, in view of 
the fet that their staff is interchangeable and that exact calculation of the cost of exch is virtually impossible. 
The number of nurses to constitute the service of these institutions hax been approved at 20, figure which 
the Watch Committee considers is not less than will be required to meet the necessities of the Community in 
time of epidemic. The feo of the Municipal Surgeons has been raised to Tis. 6,000, bringing it into line 
with the fact that the namber of foreign employés is approaching 400 persons. ‘The grant to the General 
Hospital has been raised to Tis. 4,000 upon the representation of the Governors that tho cost of treatment of 
pauper patients now exceeds than su 

Public Works Department, Tle, 637,770—The figures call for little comment, fairly indicating ax 
they do the steady extension of the Settlement in all directions. Staff augmentation and organisation has 
been necessary, a large number of smaller drainage operations are projected as well as a new tmain sewer iu 
the North Honan Road, and the growing mileage of roads in charge of the Department finds evidence in 
the larger provision for “ Roads" and “Lighting.”

Volunteers bears the whole cost of 
the Commandant’s pay since his work at the Gaol is now in the charge of the (aptain-Superintendent of 
Police. The estimate provides for the addition of 250 rifles to the Corps’ armament, and for the purchase of 
ponies for the Artillery Company, which heretofore has been mounted by hire from the Horse Bazaar. In 
the personnel of the Public Band some changes are contemplated, the namber of European musicians will be 
10, and some reduction made among the Manilamen. The revised tariff has not produced larger 
receipts, on the other hand Tis. 42,300, the expected cost of the Band during 1908, is not regarded as 
excessive in contemplation of the marked improvement in public music which has been a feature of the year's 
work. ‘The Fire Brigade, to be separated from the French Brigade which will be organised after March, 
now takes its place in the Budget as an ordinary branch of the Council's service and the figures contain no 
special divergence from those of 1907. The cost of public education is estimated at Tle. 3,000 less than last 
year, chiefly as a result of the increased scale of fees adopted by the Public School Committee. Upon thik 
Committee's recommendation also the number of Educational Grants has beon increased by one, ls. 500 to 
be issued to the Shanghai Jewish School. 

General Charges contains an item for Rice Money, the explanation of which may be found on page 

234 of the Report for last year. The high price of rice has been maintained, and the Council is reluctant. to 
terminate this much appreciated allowance until normal conditions are restored. The coat of the re-nssess- 
ment of the Settlement also appears this year, and the Rent of Municipal Properties is enlarged by the 
inclusion of certain premises leased for the accommodation of Foreign Police. The old heading “ Stock and 
Stores” has disappeared and the ainounts have been split up under the departments concerned, a clerical 
amendment making for general convenience of reference. Zn/erest and Sinking Fund, the latter more 
exactly termed by the Auditor Redemption of Debentures, continue expanding with the growth of Municipal 
‘The redemption appropriation, Tls.

EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURE. 


‘The cost of the Garden and Chekiang Road Bridges over the Soochow Creek has been exceeded, 
primarily as a result of necessary strengthening works on the dams aud of xubstitation of Quarry ballast tor 
tuud in the raising of the approaches. The final estimates are still to some extent incomplete, and it is 
proposed in the course of the year, when the whole of the works are ved, to compile and publish an analysed 
stgtement of the total cost of these bridges. ‘The item for the Bund Bridge over the Yangkingpang represents 
thé Council's share of the cost of this work, which is estimated at Tls. 78,000. It is snggested that the whole 
expenditure be borne in equal shares by the Council, the French Council, and the two Tramway Companies, 
but the negotiations iu the matter are still in an inconclnsive state. The renewal of the Kiangse Road 
Bridge and the erection ot one over the Sawginkiang in the Dixwell Road are again deferred for lack 
of fands, 

Four of the items for Bunding are connected with the approaches to the new steel bridges, while that 
‘at the Fokien Road, involving some reclamation, will improve the conditions under which vegetable and other 
produce is landed at this point. The bunding of the Soochow Creek west of the Thibet Road, and up 
‘on the Markham Road frontage, is regarded by the Council as desirable. Of the-sections of the Hongkew, 
Defence and Sawgin Creeks, proposed by the Engineer for trentment, place has only been found for one, « 
small piece of the first-named north of the East Scott Road, which is to be carried out in compliance with the 
request of the adjoining owner, who contributes largely to the making up of the road extensions in the 
vicinity. 
sf ‘The Drainage work in the neighbourhvod of the Great Western Road, Tls. 28,000, is proposed with 
a view to improving the flow of water in the Chaugpang, the sanitary condition of which has been 
unsatisfactory for some time past. A three-foot sewer will shortly become necessary in the Avenue Road. 

‘The estimates for land purchases under negotiation or contemplated require little explanation. The 

rincipal amount, thatfor a new site for the Sinza Market, has already been expended in the purchase of ''adastral 
jots 456, 456A and 457; the measure was considered advisable so that the whole of Cadastral lot 420, upon 
which the Market at present stands, may be available for the expansion of the Police Station when nevessary. 

The building -programme is long one and consists in the main of additions and alterations to the 
Police Stations, recommended with « to accommodating the largely increased strength of the Force. The 
forogoing rewarks relating to Police maintenance apply with equal force to this estimate of capital expenditure. 
No item is included except upon the strong recommendation of the Captain-Superintendent and after close 
seratiny by the Watch Committee. 

Under Parks and Open Spaces will be found provision for repaying the balance of the Special Loan 
obtained from the Recreation Fund Trustees in 1901, on one year’s call, for the purchase of the Hongkew 
Recreation Gro Due notice was given for the return of the money on March 31, 1908. The balance of 
the vost of raising and laying out the Ground is estimated at Tis. 19,000, and of this sum the Council 
recommends that Tls. 9,000 be spent in 1908 and the balance in the ensuing year. The erection of new 
conservatories is under contemplation, either in the Reserve Garden or elsewhere if that site is considered too 
restricted or otherwise unsuitable. The Council will a the recommendation of the Parks Committee during 
the year on this subject. In the uieanwhile it is inoprobable that the matter will be far enough advanced to 
involve more than. preliminary expenses. : 

‘The usual entry for acquiring land for new roads and for their construction coneludes this estimate, of 
an aggregate total of Tis. 625,980.

The requirements of the Volunteers 
have become more and more insistent 
with each year.

‘The Board also consider a Volunteer 
(lub Room attached to the Head- 
quarters as of great importance in 
attracting and keeping recruits. In 
the past, young men coming to Shang- 
hai, joined the Shanghai Club more or 
Jess as a matter of course, such is 10 
longer the case. A room, or rooms 
therefore, whre a young man, if hi 
joins the Volunteers, can meet his 
friends, is considered likely to be a 
great attraction. 

‘The Corps would be prepared to meet 
the expense of furnishing these rooms. 

‘The Board here wish to note that for 
many years past, until recently even, 








every Tuspecting 
Chairman of the Council has deplored 
the lack of men io the Corps, and asked 
the youth of Shanghai to come forward 
and join the ranks. The Shanghai 
men have responded, and it is necessary 
that adequate arrangements be made for 
training these Volunteers, and p 
ing suitable accommodation for 
equipment of the Corps.

Sale of Arms. 


With reference to a paragraph in the 
Police report of Febrnary 8, alluding to 
two cases wherein Japanese have been 
found offering sheath-daggers for sale 
surreptitiously in tea-shops, the follow- 
ing correspondence ix ordered for 
publication :— 





Council Room, 
Shanghai, February 18, 1908- 


Sx,—I am directed to bring to your 
notice the fact that on February 6, a 
Joy was found offering daggers 
for sale in the (anton Road, and 
evaded arrest by discarding the bag in 
which these weapons, fifty in namber, 
were contained. Again on the same 
day a Japanese hawker was discovered 
offering four daggers for sale ina tea shop’ 
in Woosang Road. It is further within 
the Couneil’s knowledge that similar 
conduct on the part of Japanese subjects 
has been of increasing frequency during 
the last year. 

The Council is assured that when 
persons of this kind are arrested, they 
will be dealt with at your Consular’ 

‘ourt in an adequate manner with due| 
regard to the cireumstances of each case. 
The facility, however, which with weap- 
ons are purchased by the poorer class of 
natives has a serious-effect upon the 

ond order of the Settlement, and it 
‘would appear necessary that some more 
adequate method be devised than that of 
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punishing offenders upon the rare occas— 
ions when they are caught red-bsnded. 

The most practical means of combating 

this offence is the prevention of importa- 

tion of weapons except through regular 
and recognized channels, and, in order 
expeditiously to attain this end, I am 

directed to request that the matter 
receive earnest attention at your hands 
followed by such stepe as may appear 
necessary.
